KLEIN: BUSY! 


Following the announcement of sever- 
al unexpected multi-million-dollar 
spending items over the last few 
months, Premier Klein’s Conservative 
government headed back to the legis- 
lature on Tuesday to justify their 
actions to some seriously freaked out 
opposition parties, who will get three 
whole days to debate the merit of the 
Alberta government's $3 billion worth 
of unbudgeted promises. 

According to a report from the 
National Post, Liberal leader Kevin 
Taft is concerned that the brevity of 
the debate period will mean massive 
spending will only get a cursory 
examination. “Spending is willy- 
nilly,” Taft told the Post. “We're prob- 
ably 30 per cent over budget or more 
for the year, and that’s a huge issue 
of accountability.” 

In an argument that the Post noted 
would “seem surreal in any other 
province,” NDP house leader Ray Mar- 
tin complained that the Tories have 
been tossing money around without 
giving a second thought to long-term 
wealth management. “Here we have a 
government that we believe is totally 
spinning out of control,” Martin told 
the Post. “Our spring budget basically 
means nothing anymore.” 

Also complicating the debate is 
the fact that the Premier has decided 
that he apparently doesn’t even need 
to be there to defend his spending

report from the CBC, Klein will be not 
be in session next week due to a 
scheduling conflict that sees him tra- 
versing the country on a speaking 
tour intended to “soothe relations 
between oil-rich Alberta and the rest 
of Canada.” Klein, however, doesn’t 
see what the problem is, saying just 
because he’s not there doesn’t mean 
he doesn’t, like, care. “It’s just that 
there’s other things to do,” Klein told 
the CBC. “The legislature is one thing 
on my agenda, and you've got to look 
at my daily agenda. It's huge.” 

Klein went on to explain that the 
speaking tour had been planned much 
earlier in the year, so the conflict was 
unavoidable—despite the fact that, 
you know, his government got to 
decide exactly when the fall session 
would be held. But hey—such things 
are necessary when you've got a 
responsibility to traipse around eastern 
Canada explaining why, despite over- 
whelming evidence to the contrary, 
Alberta is awesome and everyone 
should listen to us. “I think that Alberta 
is perceived as a good whipping boy 
by the Liberal party in Ottawa, because 
there are no votes here, outside of 
Anne [McLellan] and they know that, 
so it’s politically expedient and easy to 
take on the Conservatives here in 
Alberta,” said Klein, adding that he 
plans to go through with his tour even 
if an election is forced next week.

Ah, but the Liberal party, you know, 
she makes her own rules, and just to 
prove how unfazed they are by the 
political inferno that surrounds them, 
the Grits introduced a long-awaited 
and divisive bill on Tuesday that would 
give Canadian police and spies the 
authority to intercept e-mails and listen 
in on phone conversations. 

According to a report from the 
Canadian Press, the bill, dubbed the 
Modernization of Investigative Tech- 
niques Act, would force communica- 
tion service providers such as 
telephone companies, wireless firms 
and internet providers to eliminate bar- 
riers which prevent police and security 
agencies from gaining access to mes- 
sages or conversations, and also 
require that these companies build in 
the capabilities needed by authorities 
to easily tap communications. 

Following nearly three years of 
legal wrangling, the bill was finally 
tabled by Public Safety Minister Anne 
McLellan, who called it little more than 
an update to Canada’s 30-year-old 
wiretap legislation that would give law 
enforcement officials the tools they feel 
they need to better combat global ter- 
rorism. “It’s my obligation to ensure 
that we have the legislative framework 
in place so key law enforcement agen- 
cies can do their jobs,” McLellan told 
the press afterwards, noting that simi- 
lar laws have recently been passed in 
Britain, Australia and the U.S. “We are 
well behind other nations who we reg- 
ularly compare ourselves for our police 
forces to intercept certain kinds of 
technologies.” 

Luckily for privacy advocates, how- 
ever, it’s likely the bill won’t get very 
far, seeing as there’s that election 
thing coming up in the next few 
months, which tends to kill this sort of 
thing off pretty quick. Which also, | 
guess, kind of makes this not news.

Poor health 


This week, the Alberta Legislature 
resumes for a whole 10 days, and as 
usual, healthcare tops the agenda in 
Alberta and will dominate most 
question period repartees. At issue is 
the province's recent award of a $1.5 
million contract to Aon Consulting, a 
U.S.-based insurance giant. Aon is a 
company that profits from the sale of 
health insurance “products” in Cana- 
da—and they've been asked by the 
province to study whether selling 
more private healthcare insurance 
“products” is a good idea. 

One can hardly fault insurance 
corporations for wanting to turn a 
buck. Making money off sick people 
is what they do for a living in the 
States, and getting their paws on 
the $90 billion Canadian govern- 
ments spend annually on healthcare 
is their agenda. Fine. But Canadians 
have made it abundantly clear— 
through three decades of public 
opinion polls and election results— 
they think it’s the government's job 
to ensure the private sector doesn’t 
take sick people to the cleaners. 

Alberta is ignoring its clear pub- 
lic preference. They won't say 
whether the contract they gave Aon 
contains a provision prohibiting Aon 
from profiting off a system they have 
a hand in designing, and what's 
more, the public doesn’t have access 
to the contract at all; all we know is 
taxpayers are giving health profiteers 
$1.5 million for a study on how they 
can make money off our health sys- 
tem, and we're not supposed to ask 
any more questions. 

Underlying the Aon fiasco is the 
fact that private insurance adds costs 
to the healthcare system, in the form 
of a layer of profits and administra- 
tion that public healthcare avoids. 
But it appears that Aon hasn’t been 
asked to compare the cost of allow- 
ing private insurance to what it costs 
to deliver the same services within 
Alberta’s public system. Aon’s been 
hired to do an actuarial analysis, and 
that type of work usually involves 
some kind of public sector compara- 
tor, meaning a comparison between 
the cost of going private rather than 
leaving things within the public sys- 
tem. No such luck with this study. 

Aon’s secret study will form the 
basis of “analysis” on which the 
Alberta government is poised to 
launch phase two of the latest 
health privatization gambit: amend- 
ing the law to allow private insur- 
ance in Spring 2006—ushering in 
an American-style system, where 
supplementary insurance means 
you can buy better care. Ready your 
jiffy markers and your witty slogans, 
because a healthcare protest is com- 
ing, within just a few months, to

S= been warning Canadians for 


nearly two decades that someday 

we would end up on the wrong 
end of a major free trade screw-job, 
so you could forgive Maude Barlow 
if she seems a little smug lately. After 
all, with the U.S. government having 
so blatantly ignored a binding 
NAFTA ruling which stated their tar- 
iffs against the import of Canadian 
softwood lumber were illegal, it’s 
become pretty obvious that the 
North American Free Trade Agree- 
ment is barely worth the (most likely 
Canadian) paper its printed on—so, 
surely, no one would fault Barlow for 
letting loose with a flurry of 20 pent- 
up years of finger-wags and I-told- 
you-so’s. 

Luckily for us, however, Barlow is 
a far classier woman than that; 
besides, being right doesn’t give you 
license to rest on your laurels, and 
for the founder of our country’s 
busiest national advocacy group, the 
Council of Canadians, there are still 
many more battles to be fought in 
the quest to protect Canadian sover- 
eignty. Sure, NAFTA has proven to be 
a big joke, but there's little humour 
to be found in consequences of the 
agreement when it comes to Cana- 
da’s ownership over our own 
resources, our right to determine our 
own social and security policies, and 
where such dependence may be 


Council of Canadians founder Maude 
Barlow rolls through town to shed some 
light on the process of ‘deep integration’ 
and the signing away of our nation’s 


leading us in the future. 

“The Council of Canadians said 
at the signing of NAFTA that to lock 
ourselves into to these kind of agree- 
ments, to give American companies 
the right to sue the Canadian gov- 
ernment fer trying to assert our sov- 
ereignty, to give away all our own 
energy, well, it’s just plain dumb,” 
laughs Barlow over the phone from 
her hotel room in Victoria, her latest 
stop on a cross-country tour promot- 
ing her new book, Too Close For Com- 
fort: Canada’s Future Within Fortress 
America. “Nobody | know is against 
trade or trade agreements, but by 
locking ourselves into the agreement 
that we did under NAFTA, we basical- 
ly put all of our eggs in the American 
basket, and we lost control over so 
many areas that we could be using as 
a lever right now, like energy. We've 
made ourselves way more vulnerable 
to America’s political whim.” 

This vulnerability is something 
Barlow discusses in great detail in 
Too Close For Comfort, with particular 
attention paid to the ongoing 
process called “deep integration,” in 
which the Canadian government is 
currently capitulating to corporate 
interests in the U.S. and at home 
who want to bring Canadian social, 
environmental and social policies in 
line with what she considers to be a 
dangerous and reprehensible Ameri- 
can administration. And worse yet, 
it’s all going on outside of the public 
forum; as average Canadians, we 
aren't even getting a say. 

Barlow will be visiting Edmon- 
ton this Friday (November 16) to 
give the keynote address at the Park- 
land Institute’s ninth annual fall 
conference, “The Alberta We Want.” 
Vue Weekly was recently given the 
opportunity to speak with Barlow; 


here are some excerpts from our 
conversation. 


Vue Weekly: Ms. Barlow, thanks 
for taking the time to speak with us. 
Now, in your latest book, you discuss 
the process of “deep integration” 
and its attempt to homogenize 
Canadian and American business 
and political trajectories with the 
ultimate goal for creating a “Fortress 
North America.” Obviously, not a lot 
of people have heard about this, and 
I wonder if you could explain exact- 
ly how this process is happening. 
Maude Barlow: Well, that’s the 
most important question, really. 
When we had the debate about the 
Canada-U:S. free trade agreement 
and then NAFTA, it was all out 
there—there had to be debate, it has 
to be passed in Parliament. But the 
next phase of this process of deep 
integration is the partnership that 
was signed by [Mexican President] 
Vincente Fox, George Bush and Paul 
Marti n just this past March in Waco, 


Texas. It’s called the Security and 
Prosperity Partnership of North 
America, which calls for a continen- 
tal common market with common 
passports and security, defensive “co- 
operability,” as they call it, common 
immigration and visa systems, as 
well as common regulatory standards 
for trade across borders. And com- 
mon resources, so that the resources 
of the continent are not considered 
to be the resources of any particular 
country but belonging to whoever 
can afford to purchase them. 

So this is a very, very far-reach- 
ing agreement; it’s one based on the 
model put forward by the Canadian 
Council of Chief Executives, who are 
using the fallout from 9/11 to sug- 
gest that security is so important to 


the. U.S. 
that we have to offer up 

all sorts of areas in which we main- 
tain some sovereignty. But it’s mod- 
eled on what's good for big business, 
not people; it’s kind of like creating 
the European Union but without 
any of the environmental or social 
or equality safeguards. We want a 
debate in this country; we think this 
issue is huge, and hardly anybody 
knows about it. 

VW: So why do you think the 
average Canadian should be con- 
cerned with what's happening? 

MB: This agreement will affect 
all Canadians. It is about the har- 
monization downward to George 
Bush’s America of our social and 
environmental standards, of our 
food, health and safety regulations, 
our immigration and visa process, 
our security—and I think this is a 
huge loss of sovereignty for Cana- 
dians. Besides, we should be stand- 
ing up against what he is doing in 
the world—but signing this part- 
nership is basically saying, “well, 
what you're doing is right, and 
we’re going to work with you to 
promote it.” 

And they are a dangerous adminis- 
tration. One thing that I hope I was 
successful in conveying in my book is 
just how much George Bush is actual- 
ly changing the structures of the Unit- 
ed States, from healthcare to 
education to social security.... some 
presidents come in and don't do any- 
thing, but very few presidents come in 
and make deep, fundamental changes 
in the American social and environ- 
mental fabric, and we need to be con- 
cerned with this. We need to say loud 
and clear that we're deeply opposed to 
this and we're going to find every way 
that we can to express our opposition. 

VW: What would your organiza- 
tion propose Canadians do instead? 


What do you think of the suggestion 
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that if the U.S. 

isn’t going to play nice 

Canada should take its business else- 
where to China and India? 

MB: Well, I think that the Unit- 
ed States has abrogated NAFTA by 
doing what it did over softwood 
lumber, and | don’t think that Cana- 
da is bound by those rules any 
longer. Though I would be careful 
about running off to China to try to 
sell them what's left of our energy; 
we have handled our resources very 
foolishly, and we've got to step back 
and make an assessment of our ener- 
gy policy and where we're going 

We (the Council) remind Canadi- 
ans, as I do in the book, that almost 
70 per cent of all our oil production 
is going to the U-S., and since as a 
consequence we're running short, we 
have to import about half our oil 
back in. You know, if I was a corpo- 
rate head and J hired a lawyer who 
signed an agreement like this, I'd fire 
them and sue for reparations. 

However, that being said, I 
wouldn’t suggest that we should just 
stop sending oil to the U.S. tomor- 
row; I think that would be foolhardy 
and would anger Alberta terribly. But 
I do think we need to put a morato- 
rium on oil shipments to the States 
until we can assess what we're 
doing. We're running out of oil and 
gas, and it’s a big, cold country; we 
need to be assessing these energy 
needs for ourselves. 

It used to be thought when you 
said that that this was just, “Oh, 
Eastern Canada wants all of Alberta's 
energy resources again.” But now I 
talk to Albertans and they're equally 
worried about future energy needs. 

VW: You know, it seems that for 
so long the political emphasis has 
been on the differences between 
Alberta's and Canada’s wants and

Canadian journalist 
Jonah Gindin to 
speak on how 
Venezuela uses its 
oil money for good 
at this year’s 
Parkland conference

lost Albertans think of Venezuela 
MM: little more than a hot, 
impoverished South American 
country, but it’s also among the top 
five oil exporters in the world and is 
considered a bastion of progressive 
social policy. For the last year and a 
half, Canadian freelance journalist 
Jonah Gindin has lived in the 
Venezuelan capital of Caracas, where 
he chronicles the country’s social and 
political development for print and 
online publications including 
venezuelanalysis.com, Znet, and 
Monthly Review. This Sunday (Novem- 
ber 20) Gindin visits Edmonton to 
give a talk entitled “Sowing the Oil: 
Venezuela’s Revolutionary Oil Policy 
is Building a More Comprehensive 
Democracy” at the Parkland Insti- 
tute’s annual conference, in which he 
plans to outline some of the parallels 
between Venezuela and Alberta, two 
oil-producing regions with very dif- 
ferent social and political agendas. 
After years of funding cutbacks 
and privatization, Alberta continues 
to seek solutions to persistent social 
issues. Meanwhile, Venezuelan presi- 
dent Hugo Chavez and his govern- 
ment have introduced public 
initiatives to provide better health, 
education, and employment pro- 
grams to those who need it most— 
and they’re paying for it with oil. 
Chavez's innovative measures, 
including an “oil for doctors” deal 
with Cuba, are successfully improv- 
ing social services, but his radical 


social policies have also brought him 
into conflict with his own country’s 
elite and, significantly, with U.S. 
President George Bush and his 
administration. 

Gindin, who studied history and 
international development at 
McGill, was intrigued by the “Chav- 
ismo” movement during his univer- 
sity years, and he was barely finished 
his studies when he headed for 
Costa Rica to learn Spanish, en route 
to Venezuela. 

“| was supposed to study Span- 
ish for a month in Costa Rica but 
while I was there I was reading the 
news about Venezuela,” he explains.

“There were these big riots, what 
they call the ‘Guarimba,’ because 
people were anticipating that the 
National Electoral Council was 
going to refuse a referendum. So I 
was sitting in Costa Rica wondering 
‘what the hell am I doing here while 
all this was happening?’ I immedi- 
ately went to Venezuela. I didn’t 
have any contacts or anything; | 
had one email address for an editor 
of an online English language news- 
paper, Venezuelanalysis. The day 
after I got there, there was this giant 
march, so | went, wrote an article 
on it and sent it to the editor, and 
they published it.” _ 


ENCOURAGED BY the experience, 
Gindin continued his investigations 
into the country’s extremely polar- 
ized political situation. “In a short 
period of time, with relatively con- 
stant attacks by opposition forces, 
it’s amazing what has been accom- 
plished,” he marvels, citing Barrio 
Adentro, a new health program for 
the country’s poor, as an example. 
“Although Venezuela has a public 
healthcare system, the hospitals are 
so poorly funded and there’s so 
much corruption that the doctor will 


: ‘see you and-say, ‘This is What's 
wrong with you. In order to treat 
you I need to give you this medicine, 
so you need to go to the pharmacy 
and buy me rubber gloves, a syringe, 
this medicine, and cotton swabs.’ 

“The Chavez government is a 
very radical movement that gained 
power through a democratic elec- 
tion, so they had a radical mandate 
but the same institutions and 
bureaucracy as previous govern- 
ments,” continues Gindin. “They 
tried using those traditional chan- 
nels—built by the corrupt govern- 
ments of the past 30 years—but 
things were being sabotaged from 
the beginning. They ended up hav- 
ing to create parallel structures out- 
side of the existing institutions. 
Instead of trying to fix the situation 
in existing hospitals, they developed 
the Barrio Adentro, which means 
‘inside the neighbourhood.’ Now, in 
every poor neighbourhood, there is a 
little primary care facility with two 
doctors and a few nurses, and you 
can go there and be treated. Some- 
times that primary care means the 
difference between life and death.” 


VENEZUELA ALSO HAS subsidized 
food programs and a linked educa- 
tion and employment mission that 
provides universal access to every- 
thing from basic literacy training to 
university study. However, the strate 
gies for providing these important 
programs—such as trading Venezue- 
lan oil for Cuban doctors—are easy 
targets for Chavez detractors. “The 
opposition uses this to paint Chavez 
as a pro-Castro communist dictator, 
to discredit him with the U.S.,” 
Gindin points out. “The reason this 
is seen as a threat to global capital- 
ism is because it’s exactly the oppo- 
site of what everyone else is doing. In 
every other country, including Cana- 
da, we’re moving away from public 
programs towards privatization 
Since the fall of communism, the 
argument has been that there is no 
alternative; you may vary slightly, 
but you can’t go in the exact oppo- 
site direction. In Venezuela, they've 
now got universal, accessible health- 
care and education. The fact that 
Chavismo is making advances in this 
way is a huge threat because it’s a les- 
son and a model for other countries.” 

Gindin will make this point in 
greater detail at the conference this 
weekend, as he and other partici- 
pants discuss the future in a 
province where the government has 
long championed privatization. 
While he is back and forth between 
Canada and Latin America right 
now, Gindin continues to be drawn 
to Venezuela. “Venezuela informs 
everything I do now,” he says. “It’s 
an incredibly pertinent point of ref- 
erence for any investigation of 
democracy.” He plans to return to 
Venezuela to cover the presidential 
elections next May. ©

Local student 
group hopes to 
raise funds for aid 
in the world’s 
poorest country

average Canadians: when she was 

a child, her mother drove her to 
school; now that she’s 20, she’s 
studying Business at Faculté St. Jean; 
she loves her country and is fiercely 
proud of its people. But Omayra Issa 
isn’t your average Canadian, and in 
fact, she’s not from Canada at all. 
She hails from Niger, literally the 
poorest country on planet Earth. 

The West African state of Niger is 
in crisis. Last year in this country 
where desert possesses two thirds of 
the land, severe drought and hordes 
of locusts afflicted 3.6 million people; 
food aid has arrived, but only after 
months of stomach-bloating, agoniz- 
ing hunger. While the U.N. warned 
the world a year ago, the world 
refused to listen. It took a BBC video 
report of skeletal children with anime 
eyes to drill wealth from our pockets, 
giving more in 10 days following the 
report than in the previous eight 
months combined. Right now, the 
U.N. wants to end large-scale food 
aid, and Niger’s Prime Minister Hama 
Amadou supported the position, 
describing the donations as “an 
affront to the country’s dignity.” He 
went further, saying, “We've seen 
how people exploit images to pledge 
aid that never arrives to those who 
really need it.” Omayra Issa agrees. 

“Prime Minister Amadou’s reac- 
tion was absolutely legitimate,” she 
says in an elegant French accent via 
telephone. “Every human being that 
witnesses another human being suf- 
fering feels bad; the [sufferer’s] dig- 
nity is affected. This is a country

where you have a population that - 


works extremely hard every day to 
better their destiny. Of course, it’s 
not flattering to see that those 
efforts are in vain.” 

Issa won’t stand by allowing her 
homeland to suffer either hunger or 
indignity; instead, she volunteers 
with Edmonton’s Students for Inter- 
national Development in hopes of 
improving life for the 2.4 million 
people of Niger (among them 
800,000 children) who desperately 
need relief from hunger. This Friday 
(November 18), SID is hosting a ben- 
efit concert featuring Isokan Afrika 
drummers and guitarist Kenya 
Condo with proceeds going to the 
Red Cross to provide relief in West 
African countries such as Niger, Mali 
and Senegal, and southern states like 
Zimbabwe and Malawi. 


iF BLAME FOR NIGER'S MISERY 
must be parceled out, some of those 
parcels must be airmailed overseas, 
while others must be sent to the cap- 
ital city Niamey. Like many impover- 
ished countries under the pressure of 
the International Monetary Fund, 


Niger has privatized its healthcare 
system. That means that in the poor- 
est country on the planet with one 
of the world’s highest maternal 
death rates, a mother must scrape 
together $14 U.S. to get a doctor to 
look at her baby. Result? Almost no 
children get seen by doctors. 
UNICEF has stepped up with food, 
but its “success” underscores the 
national defeat: 200,000 children 
have been treated in so-called nutri-

tional recovery centres. Despite 
UNICEF's intervention, according to 
the BBC’s Hilary Andersson, large 
numbers of young children are 
dying at such centres, and Medecins 
Sans Frontiéres report that upwards 
of 40 people a day are dying in just 
one area they analyzed. Undeterred 
by Prime Minister Amadou’s concern 
that his country will become reliant 
on aid, MSF warns that the U.N. 
must not stop food delivery when 
almost one million people have not 
yet been fed. 

How will these problems be over- 
come in the long-run, when the last 
bags of grain have been delivered 
and the final vials of serum have 
been injected? “It is important,” says 
Issa, “that we have a political and 
economical elite that can be socially 
conscious. The fact that the interna- 
tional community had not respond- 
ed at all to the human alarm that 
was pronounced from Niger and 
many other African countries [until 
the BBC report] is devastating in the 
21st century. Maybe that would be 
understandable five centuries ago, 
because we would say, ‘Oh, well, 
communication was not that good 
and the information will take two 
years to get to the people.’ But it is 
very disturbing that people do not 
respond to or will ignore what hap- 
pens in other parts of the world.” 


ISSA AND HER FAMILY feel the pain 
of being so far from-their homeland 
during a crisis of this magnitude. “It 
hurts a lot to witness this very dra- 
matic situation at a long distance,” 
she says. “We left our country three 
years ago.... We just hope that the 
situation will get better.” 

There is, indeed, hope for Niger. 
While still high, cereal prices have 
been lowering into the range of 
affordability, and fewer people are 
selling off their livestock and other 
possessions, suggesting greater stabil- 
ityeand hope on the local level. And

the U.N. Population Fund has pro- 
vided about $50,000 for a reproduc- 
tive services initiative with an 
additional $25,000 coming from 
Rotary International, all of which are 
bringing food, anti-malarial supplies 
and safe child-delivery services to 
people who need them desperately. 
Issa hopes that the Friday fundraiser 
will also contribute to the solution. 
“We're hoping that people will come 
to the concert and enjoy the music 
and the food,” she says, “but they 
will [also be able to say], ‘Hey! We do 
care about countries in Africa who 
are not living in the same conditions 
we are, and we want to make a dif- 
ference in the world we live in.” ©

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needs rather than the similarities. 
How does a group like yours get past 
the long-standing notions of West- 
ern alienation and the sense that 
whatever Canada wants is probably 
wrong for Alberta? 

MB: I think that’s why I was 
asked to be the keynote for this con- 
ference, because I’m not an Albertan; 
I think the Parkland Institute wanted 
to highlight the notion that this was- 
n’t an East versus West concept, and 
I’m going to talk about what binds 
us, not what divides us. 

I think ordinary Albertans want 
the same things as ordinary Canadi- 
ans: good, stable jobs with decent 
pensions and a good future for their 
kids, and they want that based on 
something real. I’m going to be talk- 
ing about an Alberta and Canada 
based on sustainability—and not just 
energy sustainability, but water sus- 
tainability, because I think they go 


‘hdnid'ih hand arid we haven't yet had, ' 


nearly enough discussion about our 
water reserves in Western Canada. 
Part of the problem historically is 
that the rejection of Manning and 
the Reform party and the fear of 
Harper have been seen as the rejec- 
tion and fear of Western power. And 
that’s not it at all; I think Canada is 
afraid of their political views and 
what they would like to do, not 
Western power. People in the East 
have a deep respect for the vibrant 
growth in Alberta, B.C. and 
Saskatchewan; the West is on a roll. 
But the concern among thoughtful 
people is whether or not this roll is 
based on anything sustainable. ©

Gettin’ Zwicky with it 


As | get older, | find myself haunted by 
the places | knew as a child; the youth- 
ful hunger for raw experience is joined 
by a new, perhaps stronger desire to 
mull over one’s past, and even revisit 
the landscapes that formed the 
bedrock of memory and shaped one’s 
ways of seeing. What a wonder and 
delight for me, then, that native Alber- 
tan Jan Zwicky’s two most recent col- 
lections of poems, Robinson's 
Crossing (Brick Books)—nominated for 
a Governor General’s Award in 2004— 
and Thirty-Seven Small Songs and 
Thirteen Silences (Gaspereau Press) 
grapple, in part, with precisely these 
preoccupations with place, time, and 
memory. How to rationalize, Zwicky 
seems to ask, the inextricable connec- 
tion between place and 
memory when places 
change, grow silent, and 
seem to forget us? 

Currently a teacher of 
environmental philosophy 
at the University of Victo- 
ria, Zwicky’s poetry is 
often in dialogue with 
music and philosophical 
thought, particularly that 
of Ludwig Wittgenstein. 
She has also published 
two non-fiction works, 
Lyric Philosophy (1992) and 
Wisdom and Metaphor 
(2003), both of which combine brief 
theoretical texts with commentaries in 
ways that reward both the general and 
academic reader. 

While others have written on the 
theoretical dimensions of Zwicky’s writ- 
ing, | want to focus on something sim- 
pler, less rarefied—particularly, her 
ability to vividly convey the boreal for- 
est world of aspen copses and fields, of 
ragged creeks and hills rounded by 
glaciers, and play it off against the sad- 
ness of broken homestead dreams still 
visible in abandoned houses and hand- 
cleared fields. 

Born in Calgary in the 1950s, 
Zwicky spent significant portions of her 
youth on her grandparents’ land near 
Sangudo and Mayerthorpe, northwest 
of Edmonton. She has written about 
this place in her earlier collections, but 
with Robinson’s Crossing we find a 
more sustained, reflective and melan- 
choly exploration that captures the 
“genius loci,” the spirit of place. 

The elegiac poem “Wolf Willow,” 
for instance, mingles the “long awns” 
of evening light with the scents of 
“rose, / bedstraw, poplar, spruce; / and 
caraganas, road dust, / field dust, 
clover; / car exhaust and cut grass, / 
dog hair and manure—and then / the 
dark viola” of wolf willow. The prairie— 
with its austerity, vistas, and invitations 
to the sublime—has found ample voice 
in writing, but few have captured the 
beauty and ambivalence of the park- 
lands. In “Shabbiness,” Zwicky locates 


an apt metaphor for the’quiet parkland 
aesthetic: “Through the wood-frame 
window, / hayfields, distant sun—the 
unwordedness / of beauty pressing up 
/ through ordinariness: an elbow / or a 
knee, the pink skin showing / where 
the cloth is thin.” 

Robinson’s Crossing is a collection 
about movement and arrest, about 
how memory erupts into the midst of 
life and transforms it. It strikes me as a 
coherent extension of the epigraph by 
Gaston Bachelard: “Each of us, then, 
should speak of his roads, his cross- 
roads, his roadside benches; each of us 
should make a surveyor’s map of his 
lost fields and meadows.” The poems 
themselves tack between memory and 
a place revisited, marking the congru- 
ence or discord between now and 
then. Parkland, it strikes me, particular- 
ly lends itself to Zwicky’s study of loss 
and change. Agriculture is erased by 
the weed-like resurgence of poplars, 
and, like the past, forests and water- 
courses are continuously razed and 
remade by gnawing beavers. 

Lyric poetry like this has the power 
to envelop you, to transport you, such 
that you forget the writing’s artifice, 
but Zwicky’s poems repeatedly disrupt 
this temptation as the poetic voice 
questions its ability to know or under- 
stand definitively. In fact the “memo- 
try” poems about place in 
the book’s central section 
are repeatedly interrupted 
by brief “history” poems 
that respond to classical 
music: that which is writ- 
ten in another time and 
performed in the present 
It is a structure that gen- 
erates great thematic 
energy. (I should also 
mention in passing that 
UBC English professor 
Kevin McNeilly has drawn 
compelling connections 
between Zwicky’s poetry 
and “an anti-colonial poetics challeng- 
ing the egocentricity of the lyric voice” 
he sees evident in the work of other 
Canadian poets like Robert Bringhurst, 
Roo Borson, and Tim Lilburn.) 

In Thirty-Seven Songs and Thirteen 
Silences, we again encounter the lyric 
mode in “songs” whimsically inspired 
by laundry or blue sky, and later, terse 
poetic invocations framed by the 
“silence” of the empty page. | found 
the “Seven Studies” section to be par- 
ticularly full and rich; here again there 
was the intersection of loss and place, 
the irretrievable remoteness of the 
past. In “Study: August Fields” the 
sense of distance is subtly reinforced: 
“Above the fenceline, / drifts of crows, 
the sky a blue breath / on the glass 
pane of the afternoon. / In the dis- 
tance, house and barn, the bronze bell 
of their silence; / Swather blades, the 
windrows and the stubble, / the loose 
combs of the ditch grass, / red-gold, 
glittering: everything / an echo, every- 
thing alight with emptiness.” 

At times, | found the poems in 
both of these collections almost 
unspeakably moving; they made me 
forget the cool, evaluating self that 
serves to distance me from most texts. 
| think the poems inspire this response 
by their deft movement between the 
head and the heart. In each poem, 
intellect is interrogated by emotion 
and vice versa, and it is this pendulum 
swing between the two that helps gen- 
erate a lovely, exceptional energy. @

John Berger visits 
with the spirits of 
his past in Here /s 
Where We Meet

(and a half) pieces that comprise 

john Berger's Here Is Where We 
Meet, we alight upon a square some- 
where in the Portuguese capital to 
encounter a woman seen projecting 
“demonstrable stillness”—a stillness 
that, for Berger, functions as a way of 
getting attention rather than divert- 
ing it. Berger describes Lisbon as a 
city of streetcars running smoothly 
while practically pressed against 
houses, of unique light and visual 
trickery, of elaborately adorned ceme- 
teries, of ancient aqueducts that have 
survived major earthquakes; it is a 
city of endurance. As he comes closer 
to the still woman, he discovers that 
it's his mother, who, we’re told, has 
been dead for several years. Nonethe- 
less, they walk through the city and 
converse, part and meet again, until 
she vanishes into a serene afternoon 
that matches her stillness. 

In his previous work, And Our 
Faces, My Heart, Brief As Photos, Berger 
concentrated on the nature of space 
and time, gleaning poetic truths from 
the slippery, raw musculature of 
physics. With Here Is Where We Meet, 
there is the sense that space ultimate- 
ly becomes a tool for transcending 
time’s directional singularity, and that 
Berger's encounters with the dead are 
entirely dependent on location and 
certain spatial conditions. Characteris- 
tically nomadic and resistant to defin- 
ition, the book never announces its 
larger purposes or final destinations, 
but it keeps moving, sometimes 
hurtling, across maps and memories; 
the movement gives way to a loosen- 
ing of historical order. Berger is get- 
ting close to 80 now, and perhaps, in

concluding book.in 
his Arthurian series: 


his relative proximity to death, he can 
catch a few glimpses of the dead, with 
clear eyes and without sentimentality. 
And he can do it with the alignment 
to the sensual world that has been 
dazzling his readers for SO years. 

In Geneva, he visits Borges’s grave 
and leaves a glove in lieu of flowers. 
In Krakow, he meets Ken, “who was 
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born in New Zealand and died there.” 
They met when Berger was 11 and 
Ken was 40, and Ken taught him 
about wandering, bluffing and books, 
which the young Berger absorbed 
idiosyncratically, distrusting literary 
explanations and never once asking 
about what he failed to understand. 
There's also the feeling that Ken 
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helped to found Berger's romanticism, 
since they shared an understanding 
that “we learn how to live partly from 
books.” As with other encounters, 
there’s no whiff of the fantastical, just 
two guys drinking cans of Polish beer 
and talking; though by the end, Berg- 
er, who never knew how Ken died,

will finally be able to suffer his death. 


IN ONE STREAM, he examines the 
art left behind by the dead wife of an 
old friend in Islington and explores 
art left behind in darkened caves by 
Cro-Magnons in France 30,000 years 
ago (in his brilliant piece of specula- 
tive anthropology “Le Pont d’Arc”), 
and through it, Berger weaves 
together the processes of creativity, 
labour, cooking, the removal of 
boots and travelling along highways 
into a single fabric of experience. 
“The Szum and the Ching,” the 
penultimate and longest piece in the 
book, most clearly resembles a 
stream, not only in its mental con- 
necting of two rivers but also in its 
propulsive flow of associative images 
and events, linking together several 
ideas from earlier in the book and 
developing them further. While 
Berger prepares a soup and waits for 
the arrival of some guests, he pon- 
ders persistent mysteries (a well-kept 


grave in the woods) and ideas that 


take a lifetime to understand (his 
father’s building of a drawbridge that 
leads nowhere over the stream 
behind Berger’s childhood home). 
Berger gives us back the world 
like few writers do, sculpted, mulled 
over, but with the raw materials 
gleaming on the surface. The travel- 
ogue-memoir-fiction-essay hybrid of 
Here Is Where We Meet is come by 
naturally, without much sense of a 
classical literary schema at work. But 


there is, throughout, an awareness of |

ing all of our lives a living hell, and tt’s 
going to get worse in the coming 
days as governments and authorities 
worldwide wonder how to manage 
gay life and the spiraling costs of gay 
healthcare. 

Even POZ noted in their cover 
story that “People with HIV alone do 
have the power to stop new infec- 
tions—and not only through facing 
fears of disclosure and always protect- 
ing sex partners, as profoundly 
important as those are. The personal 
responsibility that is increasingly 
focused on all HiVers also offers the 
chance for our community to be 
leaders once again in prevention.” 

So we are now all pointing fin- 
gers. Meanwhile, authorities world- 
wide are clamping down on “HIV 
criminals” with much zeal. Few cases 
have drawn as much publicity as that 
of 29-year-old Trevis Smith, a line- 
backer with the Saskatchewan 
Roughriders of the Canadian Football 
League. The Alabama native and mar- 
ried father of two was arrested Octo- 
ber 28 at his Regina home and 
charged with one count of aggravat- 
ed sexual assault. Police publicly dis- 
closed Smith’s serostatus and accused 
him of knowing he was HIV-positive 
but of not telling a B-C. woman he 
was having an affair with. The 
Roughriders then suspended Smith, 
even though he is innocent until 
proven guilty and a 1992 NFL study 
reports only a one-in-85 million 
chance of HIV contraction through 
player-to-player onfield contact. 

In Ottawa, the Canadian AIDS 
Society warns against criminal prose- 
cutions to deal with HIV transmission.

"Treating HIV-positive people like 
criminals only creates an environment 
of fear and increases stigma and dis- 
crimination toward people living with 
HIV,” says CAS executive director Paul 
Lapierre. “Studies show that most 
people living with HIV tell their sexual 
partners about their HIV status and 
take the necessary precautions to pre- 
vent HIV transmission. [Trevis Smith’s] 
case is not reflective of the way most 
people living with HIV behave.” 

That may be true, but a Septem- 
ber 2003 New Orleans study report- 
ed more than 75 per cent of 
HIV-positive people do not reveal 
their HIV status to casual sex part- 
ners—which, quite frankly, isn’t a big 
deal unless you have unsafe sex. In 
other words, assume everyone you 
sleep with has HIV because the ass- 
hole you're fucking may not tell you. 

As for the good folks over at CAS 
and POZ magazine, let us also 
remember it is HIV-positive people 
who are carrying the loaded gun. So 
bite the bullet, indeed.@

a place is beautiful,” she 
whispered, awestruck. The 
warm contralto of her voice 
caressed my libido and I felt a shiver 
of desire.

She wrapped her arms around 
me from behind as we walked up to 
St. Albert’s River House Grill on a 
chilly November evening. 

With some difficulty, 1 ignored 
her playful hands as she tried to 
warm me up. She was right, though: 
the restaurant was beautiful. This 
enormous Victorian mansion boasted 
two turrets lined with white- 
trimmed, mullioned windows jutting 
out of burgundy walls. Old-fashioned 
carriage lights picked out spots of 
brightness in the gathering dusk. To 
one side, the Sturgeon trickled merri- 
ly and behind us, busy St. Albert Trail 
faded into background urban noise as 
we climbed the front steps together. 

Passing through the ornate wood- 
en doors, we gazed in wonder at the 
majestic cranberry-hued foyer and 
exquisite cut glass chandelier under a 
pressed tin ceiling. My bride dashed 
up the sweeping staircase to peer into 
the upstairs spa and I followed her 
with my eyes. She came back down 
more slowly; her curve-hugging 
khakis and tight black sweater gave 
Vivien Leigh’s staircase descents a 
run for her money. I pretended to be 
studying the menu posted outside 
the restaurant when she returned 
and slid her hand into mine. 

My wife loves my enthusiasm for 
locally sourced ingredients and smiled 
when I started raving about the lus- 
SOLER, described dishes that included 


produce from the chef’s morning visit 
to the Farmers’ Market. Despite the 
Grill’s grand appearance, the prices 
were reasonable: entrées began at $17 
and none broke the $30 mark. Soup 
and salad options gathered on either 
side of $10 and included exotic com- 
binations such as wild prairie mush- 
rooms and tarragon, or peppered 
bison carpaccio with asiago cheese. 
My attention returned to my frisky 
bride, however, who was trying quite 
successfully to distract me with a slow 
fingernail up and down the back of 
my neck. I remembered something 
about fire-grilled AAA Alberta beef, 
and that the menu seriously needed a 
skilled editor, but then nothing more 
as I swept her into my arms. 


I STOLE A QUICK KISS that she 
turned into something lingering and

altogether more tempting before we 
pushed through another door into 
the River House Grill. We confirmed 
our reservation—don’t even try to get 
in without one on a Saturday night— 
and took our booth by the door. 
Goldenrod walls stretched up from 
dark hardwood floors to complement 
the burgundy floral draperies. Sixteen 
tables filled the room, with the longer 
ones curved into sine waves: faux- 
stone finishes and dark leather seats 
lent a modern rustic motif. Dried 
flower arrangements, local art on the 
walls and Tiffany light fixtures com- 
pleted the eccentric and luxuriously 
comfortable environment. I watched 
my wife instead of my menu in the 
dim illumination of our table’s linen- 
shrouded bulb. 

I tried to pass it off as intentional 
when the waiter returned and I was 
reading the wine list, so I casually 
considered the vintages. While the 
offerings were surprisingly extensive, 
a bottle of Rosemount Shiraz at 
home meant that I wouldn’t order 
here. Bottles ranged from $29 to 


$300, and a number were ayailable 
by the glass. I shrugged as though | 
had made a decision and requested a 
coffee ($2.50). My wife, not fooled 
for a moment, giggled and asked for 
an herbal tea ($2.50). She was ready 
to order, too: she asked the market 
price on the salmon ($21) and smiled 
happily. I pointed randomly at one 
of the beef dishes and our server left 
to seek our drinks. “Very smooth,” 
she congratulated me and I grinned. 


THE RIVER HOUSE GRILL was a far 
cry from the starched white linens 
and daunting atmosphere favoured 
in many fine dining establishments, 
so we felt comfortable relaxing and 
holding each others’ hands. Our 
server returned quickly and I poured 
liberally from the pitcher of heavy 
cream to lighten my rich, dark cof- 
fee. I looked around for a basket of 
bread as my wife’s tea steeped, but 
realized that the $2 menu item was- 
n’t actually included with our $50 
meal. A little while later, I was point- 
ing out the door to the riverside 
veranda and stretching my stocking 
foot towards my bride’s calf when 
our long-anticipated dishes arrived. 

I only briefly regretted postpon- 
ing footsie while I savoured both the 
aroma of my beef tenderloin ($29) 
and the sight of my beloved inhaling 
slowly over her dish. I took pieces of 
asparagus and yellow beet from her 
fork as my tastebuds celebrated their 
ginger-infused parsley oil drizzle. She 
was thrilled with the huge slab of 
soft, moist salmon under a “mango 
orange citrus garlic mojo.” The tangy, 
yellowish sauce brought out the best 
in the salmon, and I watched her lick 
it slowly from her full lips. I shifted 
slightly in my seat and ignored the 
flash of amusement in her eyes as I 
busied myself with my own meal. 

My dish was built upwards rather 
than out. The thick, tender ball of 
centre cut, medium-rare Alberta 
Angus rested on silky whipped pota-

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cajun fire. creole soul. 
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¢ King and I has a longstand- 
Te reputation as Edmonton’s 
foremost outlet of traditional 
Thai cuisine, having served an array 
of personalities, from the likes of the 
Rolling Stones to the venerable Alec 
Baldwin (a.k.a. the greatest actor in 
the world), and they have enjoyed 
continual success since their incep- 
tion in 1973. 

On entry, we are greeted by a 
friendly host and a handful of smil- 
ing Buddhas; the atmosphere is cozy 
and not intimidating; less fancy 
than I expected, but still a rather 
classy setting. Once seated, we 
quickly agree on a bottle of French 
Gerard Bertrand Syrah ($32). Despite 
being very friendly, our server was 
unable to recommend anything dry 
and of medium sweetness, so we 
took our chances with this 
respectable vin de pays d’Or. 

My lady friend and I decided to 
start with the Satay Nuea ($8), a 
serving of grilled, sautéed and skew- 
ered beef with a sweet and spicy 
peanut sauce. To compliment this 
appetizer, we flanked it with the 
exotic and traditional Peek Kai Yod 
Sai ($8.50), which is a boneless 
chicken wing stuffed with silver 
noodles, minced cod, pork, fresh 
coriander, and shrimp powder. Turns 
out it’s not completely boneless, but 
it was an interesting dish. And its 
sweet accompanying sauce made for 
an enticing starter. 

Just as we set our apps aside, the 
Galanga Cashew Chicken ($17), a 
blend of chicken fillets seasoned 
with a dark sweet tamarind sauce 
and accompanied with asparagus, 


thinly sliced ginger, crunchy 
cashews, and a bold chili sauce, 
arrived. We also ordered a bowl of 
steamed rice ($2) and one of coconut 
rice ($2.75). Though not being an 
item common in true Thai cuisine, 
the coconut rice gives the food some 
sweeter tones. (A word of advice, 
Thai cuisine is traditionally eaten 
with a fork and spoon, due to its

roots in British colonialism; a com- 
mon misconception among diners 
in the West is that all Asians use 
chopsticks all the time, so many 
often request chopsticks in a erro- 
neous attempt at tradition.) 

Minutes later, our second dish 
arrived: the Moo Moo King Man 
($25), a fine dish composed of stir- 
fried lobster, tree mushroom and 
zucchini.

haps even stopped to read the menu, 
but we haven’t gone inside. Maybe 
that’s because Continental Treat has 
always been there. Consider all the 
other restaurants that have popped 
up and closed down on Whyte, 
while this spot has lingered for 20 
years. But really, any restaurant that 
can stick to its culinary guns for this 
long must be doing something right. 

Continental Treat is not conti- 
nentally trendy. This restaurant 
makes no attempt to be anything 
other than what it is: an old-world 
eatery with quality, well-prepared 
and proven continental European 
fare. The interior is decorated with 
rustic wooden knick-knacks. Hand- 
carved images of alpine scenes line

the walls. The dining area is divided 
into two parts by a rather hefty-look- 
ing wooden partition, and while we 
sat in the formal dining area, as 
opposed to the lounge, we were 
rather enthralled by the bar. There is 
something alluring about a well- 
stocked bar, and the one at Conti- 
nental Treat is counter-to-ceiling full 
of European liqueurs, scotches and 
aperitifs, all of the kinds of things 
your parents would have felt com- 
pelled to stock their basement bars

with but not necessarily drink. There 
is a definite warmth and charm to 
the room. It wouldn’t feel unfamiliar 


if you've traveled to Austria. 

Beyond starters, the menu’s 
entrees were listed according to 
meat, fowl and fish dishes. Such 
classic selections as Hungarian 
Goulash, Schnitzel, and duck were 
described in all their rich glory, and 
moderately priced. We settled on 
pan-seared rainbow trout ($18.75) 
and something called the Hunter’s 
Plate ($21.95), an entree boasting a 
rich red wine sauce with mushrooms 
and chunks of tenderloin and 
sausage, all cooked in a giant black 
cauldron. 


THE ENTREES ARRIVED pretty fast 
and we were not disappointed. The 
trout was prepared with a mix o! 
salt, pepper and garlic; a squeeze o! 
lemon and this fish was ready to be 
devoured. The fish was slightly 
crispy on the outside, and light and 
delicate inside, and reminded me of 
camping, making it extra enjoyable. 
The Hunter’s Plate was fit for a 
true hunter; it was huge. A generous 
heap of tenderloin, sausage and big 
mushrooms fully dominated the 
Polish potatoes underneath. The red 
wine gravy was enviable. It was a 
truly satisfying combination of 
flavours, one of those dishes you

truly satisfying combination of 
flavours, one of those dishes you 
simply have to share with whomever 
is at your table. Both entrees came 
with savoury steamed carrots and 
pickled red cabbage that proved 
tangy, fresh complements to each 
meal. The parade of jacketless 
yahoos outside our window was a 
contrast to the decidedly mature 
clientele inside; looking around the 
restaurant, we realized the average 
age was probably SS. If the food was 
any indication, our peers outside 
were surely missing out. 

Despite the fact that the servings 
were moré than generous, and 
despite the fact that we cleaned our 
plates, we couldn’t shy away from 
ordering a little something for 
dessert. There were tortes, cakes, pies, 
cheesecakes, Peach Melba, and ice 
creams, but the one we had to try 
was the vanilla custard, a light, 
flakey pastry surrounding thick and 
sweet vanilla custard. It was very 
rich, very chilled, and very edible; a 
puffy cloud of yum. 

Just as the food and interior are 
reminiscent of past European experi- 
ences, so too was the service. Our 
waiter was prompt, polite and spared 
us the saccharine small talk that can 
sumetimes detract from a quiet 
evening out. More than that, he gen- 
uinely knew the correct pronuncia- 
tion of all the obscure Eastern 
European beers and wines, and was 
educated about the origins of the 
meals. While not necessary, these 
aptitudes did enhance the sense of 
immersion we were so enjoying 
throughout the evening. 

Our meal came to just under $90 
before tip, a moderate but not unrea- 
sonable price to pay for the quality 
of food that was served. The simple 
charm, authentic food and lack of 
pretension make Continental Treat a 
restaurant worth visiting. O

THANKFULLY, the portions weren’t 
as staggering as the flavours and we 
had room to consider dessert after 
cleaning our plates like hedonists-in- 
training: | leaned towards the local 
Edelweiss Brie plate for $9, while my 
bride pointed out a chocoholic’s 
option for $7. We settled on the 
Sharp Lemon Tart ($7) to share. 

I made a significant dent in my 
second cup of coffee and my wife 
was looking around for a hot water 
refill by the time the thick wedge of 
tart arrived.

our palates between bites of the rich, 
creamy lemon filling. The moist, 
delectable crust had nothing in com- 
mon with the dry, anemic short- 
bread sticks of grocery store holiday 
gift-giving, either.

and slump and shout, every glance 
and glower of those glittering hol- 


low eyes, right up to the edge of 
histrionic disaster... and it works. 
Basically, Phoenix does the obvious, 
using everything that marked him a 
star to make us understand what 
made Cash a star. And when he’s up 
there on stage, being Johnny, his 
voice is championship-quality 
karaoke. He's fucking on. 


AND DIRECTOR James Mangold’s 
camera is right there to drink in 
every drop of sweat; you can read 
the serial numbers on the micro- 
phones. Walk the Line is actually a 
pretty straightforward biopic—a 
point-to-point, character-studying, 
theme-revealing journey through a 
famous dude’s life—but Mangold’s 
too-close-for-comfort shooting and 
loping pace use the simplicity of the 
formula as the backbone of an 
unadorned story of real power. He 
picks his moments well, and under- 
stands that fidelity to feeling and 
meaning is sometimes (a lot of the 
time, actually) more important than 
staging a Crimestoppers reenact- 
ment of a historical scene. Like, 
check out Movie Johnny’s first audi- 
tion with Sun Records impresario 
Sam Phillips. Did Real Johnny (with 
Real Tennessee Two) quaver his way 
through, meh, a gospel standard, did 
Real Sam Phillips deadpan a mono- 
logue about singing your last song to 
God, and did Real Johnny respond 
with his first-ever performance of 
Folsom Prison Blues? No. But we 
need the moment when hick 
wannabe J.R. Cash becomes Johnny 
Cash, superstar, and when Movie 


Johnny drops his baritone on down 
to San Antone and Movie Luther 
Perkins improvises what would 
become one of the most recogniz- 
able riffs in pop music history, we 
get it. Up close. 

It doesn’t hurt that it’s a love 
story, either; the central fact of John- 
ny Cash’s life is his relationship with 
June Carter, and it’s a doozy, from 
their cutesy first meeting through 
friendship, estrangement, desperation 
and salvation. But with Phoenix 
unleashing every kind of ferocious 
alchemy, who are we gonna get that’!| 
believably stand toe-to-toe with him? 
How about Reese Witherspoon? | 
know, I know; I goggled a bit when | 
first heard it, too... but, kids, you are 
not going to believe what you are see 
ing and hearing in this woman’s per- 
formance. She’s all teeth and chin and 
showbiz and strength, and no matte; 
how heavy Phoenix brings it, she’s in 
control of the situation and the 
screen. And when every molecule of 
their chemistry comes together in one 
famous duet (it’s history, but I won't 
spoil it), there's nothing to do but cry 
real tears.

ures) is titled after Murrow’s simulta- 
neously sincere and spooky signature 
sign-off, and is largely set about four 
years previous. Over a period of 
months, Murrow, his producer Fred 
Friendly (Clooney) and the rest of 
the staff of CBS’s See It Now engaged 
in an unprecedented prime-time 
confrontation with Senator Joseph 
McCarthy amidst the height of the 
anti-Communist paranoia that affect- 
ed virtually every aspect of everyday 
American life.

sion to conduct an investigation into 
the Air Force’s dismissal of Milo 
Radulovic upon allegations that his 
father and sister had alleged Com- 
munist sympathies—though no evi- 
dence-was made public—and this 
single case, encapsulating a blind, 
unjust aggression not only toward 
ideologies but also, it would seem, 
race, effectively creates the spark that 
helps to set fire to a nation’s latent 
resentment and sense of estrange- 
ment from its own government-sanc- 
tioned organizations. 


A MODEL OF ELEGANT low-budget 
period filmmaking, the scenes are 
largely kept within the television stu- 
dios and offices and are shot in a vel- 
vety black and white that effortlessly 


absorbs the multitude of greys need- 
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ed to match the actual television 
footage Clooney smartly employs 
throughout (rather than convolute 
matters with an actor interpreting 
McCarthy, Clooney simply allows 
the real McCarthy to speak for him- 
self). As a result, Good Night, and 
Good Luck is as wholly transporting 
as a film can be, not taking us to a 
realm of fantasy, but to the early 
days of the Cold War, in which the 
invisible blanket of fear and repres- 
sion is made palpable through the 
film’s claustrophobic insularity. 
Clooney, whose father was a 
broadcaster, co-wrote the film with 
actor Grant Heslov, and together 
they have created something impres- 
sively spare, rhythmic and dense, 
with overlapping voices accentuat- 
ing the collaboration and urgency 
permeating the production meetings 
for See It Now, and the obsessive 
focus on work, to the exclusion of 
superfluous exterior info, heightens 
our immersion into the issues being 
presented by Murrow and his crew. 
Anchored by Strathairn’s highly 
detailed but distinctly contained 
central performance, and buoyed by 
the those of Clooney, Robert 
Downey Jr. and Patricia Clarkson (as 
a couple whose own secret marriage 
is a curious microcosm of the film’s 
larger social dynamic), and especial- 
ly by the performance of Ray Wise, 
the controlled flurry of action fasci- 
nates with period detail, but it never 
succumbs to the sort of we filters 


often employed to make the ‘50s 


seem like a “simpler” time. And the , 


jazz performances that bracket the 
film (however unrealistic it may be 
to see a black woman performing 
jazz in an American network studio 
in 1954) offer eloquent transitions 
that don’t so much alter the course 
of things as they do hover mist-like 
in the soup of tensions. 

“We must not confuse dissent 
with disloyalty,” Murrow advises us 
in just one of the many moments 
that emphasize the relevance of Good 
Night, and Good Luck in our highly 
polarized times. But the air of melan- 
choly that pervades the film may 
also be an indication that the days in 
which men like Murrow could rise to 
the fore, days in which broadcasters 
not only wrote their own material 
but did so for a literate, reasonably 
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whom no one could make assump- 
tions regarding their political sympa- 
thies—are long gone. Murrow fought 
for some balance between entertain- 
ment and serious debate on televi- 
sion, but we now live in times where 
the two have become so intertwined, 
the issues so hysterically skewed, that 
any voice grounded in simple decen- 
cy and thoughtfulness is all but lost 
in the noise. Yet regardless of how 
pessimistic or hopeful you want to 
feel about it, there’s still no denying 
that Hollywood’s handsome actor 
has given us one of the finest. Ameri- 
can films of the year. O

ta, Kansas on Christmas Eve 
hen The Ice Harvest opens, 
and it’s put a crimp in lawyer Char- 
lie Arglist John Cusack) and his 
associate Vic Cavenaugh’s (Billy Bob 
Thornton) plans. They've just 
embezzled over $2 million from 
their mob boss Bill Guerrard (Randy 
Quaid), but because of the weather, 
they won’t be able to leave the ice- 
bound city until morning. So the 
plan is for Vic to hold the stash 
while they split up for the evening 
and go about their lives like normal. 
Deeply involved in Wichita’s 
seedy underworld, acting normal for 
Charlie means hitting the bleak 
stripclub circuit, featuring names 
like Tease-O-Rama and the Sweet 
Cage, and getting progressively 
drunk. Trouble is, he’s being a bit 
more generous than usual, and he’s 
having a hard time staving off his 
paranoia, especially when he has to 
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A. steely rain is pelting Wichi- 
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start avoiding his boss’s henchman, 
Roy Gelles (Mike Starr), who seems 
to be right on his tail. While Vic is as 
cool as can be, Charlie’s behaviour 
starts to attract some attention. 

First, there’s the Renata (Connie 
Neilson), the femme fatale who runs 
the Sweet Cage. She’s the type of 
woman that turns men into fools, 
and she senses Charlie’s newfound 
wealth almost as soon as he opens 
his mouth. And then there’s Pete 
Van Heuten (Oliver Platt), Charlie's 
drinking buddy, who is so drunk he 
keeps announcing to the world that 
Charlie is a mob lawyer. Drunk or 
not, though, he’s no slouch, and 
noticing that Charlie is being differ- 
ent, begs his friend to take him 
wherever he’s going. And there's also 
the pesky reappearing police officer 
who keeps finding Charlie doing 
things like drinking and driving or 
carrying the drunken Pete home. If 
Charlie makes it through the night 
without spilling the beans or getting 
arrested, ripped off or killed, it’ll be 
nothing short of a miracle. 


BASED ON THE NOVEL by Scott 
Phillips and directed by Harold Ramis 
(Analyze This and That), The Ice Har- 
vest has all the makings of a wonder- 
fully seedy film with cynical humour. 
Cinematographer Alar Kivilo (A Sim- 
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ple Plan) captures the film noir aes- 
thetic, and he works well with the 
rainy weather, giving a nice gray hue 
to the whole film. But well shot or 
not, the film never really takes off. 
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Neither Thornton nor Cusack 
truly come off as the underworld 
denizens they are. While Thornton 
plays his usual endearing slimeball 
character, his role isn’t so large as to 
take command of the film. Cusack, 
meanwhile, is too much of a wall- 
flower to be believable as a mob 
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lawyer, but not bumbling enough to 
be funny. He also never makes us 
believe that his life is truly in dan- 
ger—the menace he feels is never 
quite suspenseful or visceral enough, 
and the only credible danger to 
Charlie’s plans of sipping umbrella 
drinks on some sunny coast is Neil- 
son’s Renata. With her slutty but 
classy attire, smoky voice and Jessica 
Rabbit hair, she has calculating, 
man-eating gold-digger written all 
over her, and you know that it’s only 
a matter of time before he tells her 
about the embezzlement in an effort 
to woo her. Platt, though, gives The

ike the near-universal critical 
acclaim and popular success that 
Miranda July enjoyed with her 2005 
feature-length debut, Me and You and 
Everyone We Know. It’s easy to see why 
July's fragile sense of humour and 
DIY directorial style connected with 
audiences; what's more difficult is fig- 
uring out how July was able to make 
the transition from her early experi- 
mental work to something that a 
general audience could enjoy. 

The four films Metro Cinema is 
screening tonight (November 17) 
under the title Miranda July 
Shorts bear very little resemblance 
to Me and You and Everyone We 
Know—they’re more like the bewil- 
dering little films that July’s charac- 
ter in that film spent all her free time 
making. They’re plotless, draggily 
paced and plagued by terrible sound 
recording that obscures their already- 
opaque meaning even further, and 


F new directors achieve anything 
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yet in their quiet, homemade way, 
they all inspire a certain fascination. 
Probably the most memorable 
of the bunch is The Amateurist, a 
quietly disturbing effort starring 
July as a blandly cheerful woman 
whose job apparently involves 
monitoring surveillance footage of 
a half-naked woman (also played by 
July) pacing the floor of a cell-like 
bedroom. The horror of the situa- 
tion doesn’t seem to register with 
July’s character, however; perhaps 
as a psychological defence mecha- 
nism, the only thing she notices 
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about the woman she’s watching is 
when her body’s posture resembles 
numbers or letters of the alphabet. 
July also plays multiple roles in 
Atlanta: here, she’s a 12-year-old 
Olympic swimmer as well as her 
mother, whose blank-eyed platitudes 
about how her daughter “loves the 
water” and wants to “be the best she 
can be” disguise her monstrous com- 
petitiveness and her insistent need for 
her daughter's love. It’s a fairly effec- 
tive piece, if a bit one-dimensional in 
its contempt for Middle America. Also 
screening are the frustratingly dis- 
jointed Nest of Tens and the medita- 
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tive Getting Stronger Every Day, a collec- 
tion of sun-dappled domestic 
tableaux broken up by a man’s frag- 
mented, wistful recollections of kiddie 
sci-fi fantasy films like Flight of the 
Navigator and Honey, I Shrunk the Kids. 


IF YOU FEEL LIKE taking in a double 
feature, the Metro programmers are 
following up the Miranda July retro- 
spective with Sadie Benning 
Shorts, a collection of work by 
another avant-garde female film- 
maker with connections to the 
music industry. July’s two full-length 
albums and an EP on the Kill Rock 
Stars label are all, 1 have to confess, 
pretty much unlistenable; Benning, 
on the other hand, was one of the 
original members of the hipster fuzz- 
pop combo Le Tigre, but left the 
group to focus on filmmaking. 

The story goes that Benning 
found her cinematic style at 16, 
when her father, experimental film- 
maker James Benning, gave her a 
Pixelvision camera for Christmas. 
Although it was designed as a kids’ 
toy, grown-up directors quickly 
became enamoured of the crude, 
low-tech, black-and-white images it 
generated; it’s the perfect tool for 
capturing bleak urban neighbour- 
hoods and the even bleaker emo- 
tional landscape of Benning’s 
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gloomy teenaged heroines. Ben- 
ning’s characters don’t even have 
human faces; the characters in The 
Judy Spots are played by crude pup- 
pets and the actors in Flat Is Beautiful 
are played by actors with cardboard 
masks over tileir heads. The effect is 
like a Lynda Barry cartoon come to 
life—the unruly hairstyle 12-year-old 
Taylor sports in Flat Is Beautiful is a 
slightly butcher version of the one 
Marlys wears in Emie Pook’s Comeek. 


Benning doesn’t have Barry's 
vibrant sense of humour, but s 
does share Barry’s kmack for using 
primitive, even ugly images to con 
vey all the pain (and the tedium) of 
growing up lonely and female in

explored in Stewart Stern’s script

James Dean 
Retrospective 
reminds us of the 
skilled actor behind 
the teen rebel icon

that sprung to life virtually in tan- 
_ dem with the actor's death at the 
age of 24 is so pervasive, -his endlessly 
appropriated image so deeply 
emblematic of both a universal sense 
of alienated youth and seductive reck- 
lessness, that it's easy to forget the 
genuine value of his slim but still radi- 
ant legacy. Metro Cinema is offering 
the opportunity to revisit that legacy 
this weekend with screenings of the 
three films in which Dean had a star- 
ring role, each of them highly indica- 
tive of the new social consciousness 
seeping through certain Hollywood 
movies of the mid-’50s and each plac- 
ing Dean firmly in the role of opposi- 
tion to authority, conventional modes 
of masculinity, moral presumptuous- 
ness, social convention and family 
values. With a preternaturally gifted, 
individual acting style that empha- 
sized instinet, behaviour and vulnera- 
bility over posturing and 
uncomplicated glamour, Dean was an 
incisive antidote to the false idealism 
of the Eisenhower era delivered in a 
beautiful package. Yet his perfor- 
mances endure, resonating far beyond 
their contemporary context and, to a 
degree, even beyond the value of at 
least one of these films as a whole. 

In the case of his starring debut in 
East of Eden (1955), it may be fair 
to say that Dean’s performance is the 
most well-rounded and sophisticated 
aspect of the film. Adapted from John 
Steinbeck’s novel about rival fraternal 
twin brothers in 1917 California, it’s 
often all too characteristic of the dry,

schematic side of director Elia Kazan’s 
cinema: its Biblical parallels feel over- 
deliberated; its politics are provoca- 
tive yet undernourished; its gorgeous, 
atmospheric photography is, at times, 
marred by skewed angles that strain 
toward metaphor; Leonard Rosen- 
man’s bombastic music frequently 
overwhelms already fiery scenes; and 
its characters, particularly the one- 
dimensional “good” brother played 
by Richard Davalos, feel subservient 
to a carefully mapped-out plotline. 
Yet Dean manages to slip past the 
guards of heavy-handed dramaturgy 
here, uncovering layers of emotional 
complexity and suitably muddled 
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motivations to his fruitless search for 
identity through parental confronta- 
tion. He conveys inner torment with- 
out attempting to ingratiate himself 
in superfluous compensation, and in 
the one potentially overwrought 
moment where he reaches his peak 
and has no place left to go, credit 
goes to Kazan for shrewdly placing 
Dean behind a tree, eloquently cast- 
ing him out of paradise, only to have 
him return after a dark transforma- 
tion has occurred just out of view. 
Even while the ending feels like a 
bogus resolution, Dean makes us 
believe that, for his character at least, 
a defining shift has transpired— 
though all responsibility for this shift 
lies entirely within him and no 
longer in whatever shreds of 11th- 
hour comfort his father might offer. 


IF DEAN’S ELECTRIFYING PRES- 
ENCE elevates the general tone of 
East of Eden, Rebel Without a 
Cause (1955) merely places him at 
the centre of a large circle of artists 
all working in top form and celestial 
harmony. Nicholas Ray brings an air 
of true cinematic poetry to the melo- 
drama and tender emotions being 


eyes while the universe literally blos- 
soms and dies around the film’s the 
characters. 

Dean's Jim Stark swings from 
manic outbursts of inarticulate frus- 
tration to serene moments of playful- 
ness and warmth that transcend 
teenage brashness as much as exem- 
plify it. He writhes in directionless, 
self-absorbed agony as only a teenager 
can, yet he also displays moments of 
maturity and vision that allow us to 
imagine the man he might become. 
With the characters memorably por- 
trayed by Natalie Wood and Sal 
Mineo, Jim creates a potential alterna- 
tive family to the one he feels so at 
odds with, and the immediate disrup- 
tion of that in the film’s tragic finale is 
itself a sign of the difficult, lonesome 
road that lies ahead of Jim on his way 
to finding a place in the world. 

With Giant (1956), released well 
after his death, Dean was already tak- 
ing steps away from adolescence, if 
not also from awkwardness. Though 
still squaring off against the establish- 
ment, his ranch hand turned oil 
baron Jett Rink goes from rags to rich- 
es and ages a quarter-century over the 
course of George Stevens's epic based 
on Edna Ferber’s novel. Whether 
boasting of his social climbing while 
audaciously splattered in oil or peer- 
ing at young women through sun- 
glasses as a creepily charming older 
man, Dean’s performance is intrigu- 
ingly shaded—sexy in a darker man- 
ner and shot through the spite that 
Rink never shakes off for all the 
wealth he amasses. 

Rink is actually on the periph- 
ery, however, as an important coun- 
terpoint to Benedict, Rock Hudson’s 
Texas cattle baron and his progres- 
sive wife Leslie, played by Liz Taylor. 
Though Leslie is by far the only 
character worth admiring in Giant, 
Benedict is the one who transforms, 
embodying the dualities that exist 
quite gracefully in this protracted 
but perfectly absorbing tale. The 
film is both an indictment and an 
elegy for the Old South, in all its 
easy charm, its weird blend of for- 
mality and informality, and its sick- 
ening, racist, classist, sexist 
decadence. There’s regional humour 
(the pile of cowboy hats outside the 
funeral is pretty cute), scenes of bru- 
tal crudity and a surprisingly rich 
portrait of a marriage that survives 
(barely) on chaos and female asser- 
tion. It also sports great perfor-

the end, Johnny (David Thewlis) 

is running, first from Manchester 
to London, then from London to 
who knows where. In keeping with 
the deepest nature of this film, he’s 
always in transit, seemingly carried 
along by Andrew Dickson’s haunting 
score. He visits an old girlfriend, but 
sleeps with her roommate and flees. 
He finds a kindred spirit in a night 
watchman but betrays him by delib- 
erately soiling the obscure object of 
his desire. He’s taken in by a sad- 
faced waitress but is tossed out when 
he asks too many questions. Johnny 
moves through London like an exis- 
tential pinball, crashing against oth- 
ers with too much force to do 
anything besides connect intensely 
for just a moment or two before reel- 
ing off in another direction: 

Whether they have roofs to sleep 
under or not, all of the characters in 
Naked feel homeless. As the film’s 
central figure, Johnny is rootless and 
restless not only in action but also in 
spirit; his persona is disturbingly 
unfixed, his allegiances unstable. 
One moment he’s witty and tender, 
the next he’s cruel and insufferable. 
A thinker but not a snob, he’s egali- 
tarian about who he engages in con- 
versation, yet, perhaps in 
compensation for his wandering, he 
behaves territorially with women, 
who are frequently the receivers of 
his most compulsive and aggressive 
releases. A second male character, the 
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more overtly sadistic Jeremy (Greg 
Cruttwell), seems conceived partially 
just to make Johnny look better in 
comparison. Yet through Thewlis’s 
magnificently invested, unapologeti- 
cally charismatic performance, and 
within the mercurial currents of this 
one-of-a-kind, picaresque, largely 
nocturnal odyssey, Johnny remains, 
throughout, one of the most com- 
pelling, convincing and fully ren- 
dered protagonists in movies. 


WHEN FIRST RELEASED in 1993, 
Naked was a divisive film, especially 
in England, where writer-director 
Mike Leigh was already established as 
an innovative figure in theatre and 
television. Leigh’s camera moves 
through scenes of casual misogyny, 
sexual violence and Johnny’s unique 
brand of philosophical terrorism 
unleashed upon all willing (and 
sometimes unwilling) listeners, while 
never aligning to a recognizable nar- 
tative pattern, philosophical strategy, 
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moral revelation or even a conven- 
tional scheme of character develop- 
ment. What's more, Leigh has the 
nerve to entertain us with a torrent of 
brilliant gags (Lesley Sharpe and 
Katrin Cartlidge often match Thewlis 
for well executed one-liners) and 
evocatively photographed, tour-de- 
force unbroken scenes of confronta- 
tion (the incomprehensible Scots’ 
unhappily reuniting in a gloomy 
alley and the apocalyptic tirade John- 
ny lobs relentlessly at the night 
watchman are major highlights). 
Naked is intrinsically unsettling but 
also honest, humane, hilarious, full 
of wonder and never aloof. A dozen 
years later, this definitive fin-de-siécle 
film is finally available in a beautiful- 
ly transferred DVD package from The 
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Criterion Collection. 


One reason I'm still so drawn to 
Naked is for its very elusiveness, s< 
perhaps it’s inevitable that the DVD's 
written essays and homage by film- 
maker Neil LaBute aren’t especially 
illuminating. Much better is the 
audio commentary by Leigh, Thewlis 
and the late, great Cartlidge, which, 
recorded back in 1994, is rife with 
fresh observations about Leigh's 
unique improvisation-based develop- 
ment process and the diverse critical 
responses to the film internationally 
Also solid is a BBC television inter 
view between Leigh and novelist Wil! 
Self, who offers intriguing opinions 
about the dominant role of women 
in Leigh’s cinema and similaritie: 
between the work of Leigh and 
Samuel Beckett. But of all the special 
features the real gem is Leigh’s 1987 
short film “The Short and Curlies,” a 
terrific comedy that features Thewlis 
as a nerd trying to seduce a chemist 
shop clerk with bad jokes, with the 
clerk coolly obsessing about various 
potential ailments and compulsively 
getting her hair done over and over 
again by a breathless, nervous hait- 
dresser played marvellously by 
Leigh’s wife Alison Steadman. ©

Sure, they make 
music, but German 
art collective 
Chicks on Speed 
insist they’re so 
much more than 
just a band

ose of you who have shelled out 
T=: in anticipation of hearing 

German electro divas Chicks on 
Speed play this Monday (November 
21) might be slightly perplexed to 
hear what head Chick Kiki Moorse 
has to say about her music. 

“We are not a band,” Moorse 
states flatly from her hotel room in 
Hollywood. “We're a group of people 
who create all kinds of art and work 
together on a lot of different projects, 
one of which is a musical group.” 

Okay... but surely the music side 
of Chicks on Speed is where most of 
the attention is focused—I mean, 
most “art collectives” don’t release 
albums and tour the world support- 
ing them if music is merely a small 
facet of their work, do they? 

“We get asked all the time what 
our main occupation is by North 


Americans,” Moorse says. “Over here 
people seem to think only of the 
music, but in Europe people seem to 
be aware that we're doing a lot of art 
and fashion things as well.” 

Fair enough. While audiences on 
this side of the pond tend to associate 
Chicks on Speed exclusively with 
their danceable, catchy take on elec- 
troclash, the group actually has their 
fingers in an awful lot of pies, musical 
and otherwise. Moorse met fellow 
Chicks Alex Murray-Leslie and Melissa 
Logan while all three were students at 
the Academy of Fine Arts in Munich 
in the mid-’90s. The girls found a job

working part-time at art galleries 
hanging paintings and setting up 
installations, working at such a fever- 
ishly efficient pace that someone 
remarked that they reminded him of 
“chicks on speed.” The name stuck, 
and soon Moorse, Murray-Leslie and 
Logan were creating their own art 
installations, including a piece enti- 
tled “I Wanna Be a DJ” that featured 
the Chicks standing behind DJ decks 
smashing records while a sound col- 
lage played in the background. For 
this project, the girls even put togeth- 
er a press kit, with a paper record and 
a fake interview for their as yet imagi- 


nary band. This cheeky irreverence 
caught the eye of electroclash produc. 
er Peter Wacha, a.k.a. Upstart, who 
signed Chicks on Speed to his Disko p 
record label, launching their musica) 
career. The musical aspect of Chick, 
on Speed's artistic output has certain}, 
been their most commercially success. 
ful venture, but Moorse is quick to 
highlight some of her group's othe, 
ongoing projects. 

“The music is only a part of what 
we're doing,” she insists. “We did a 
lot of art shows in the last year and 
now we're just about to launch a 
fashion line with a huge exhibition 
at the fashion museum in London.” 

Of course, putting out a branded 
clothing line isn’t exactly the mos; 
underground of endeavours for a 
musical group to pursue (Hillary 
Duff has a line of clothes; the Velve 
Underground do not), although 
Moorse doesn’t see this move a 
being too contradictory. 

“The clothes are very Chicks on 
Speed—they’re very, um, loud,” sh 
laughs. “But I can see how peopk 
could see it that way; it's anothe; 
wall that has to come down.” 


BREAKING DOWN WALLS seems to 
be a common theme throughout th 
Chicks’ history. While often thought 
of as a feminist band, Chicks on 
Speed have actually faced scathing 
criticism from feminists because oi 
their ironic, post-modern take on sex 
ual politics (“We were once part of a 
feminist panel in Britain, and a lot o/ 
the women in the audience were real 
ly angry at us for not being more seri 
ous about feminism,” Moors 
reports), and, paradoxically, anti-fem- 
inist audiences have reacted antago- 
nistically, even violently, to th 
group, especially during the Chicks 
stint opening for the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers on their recent world tour 

“On that tour we were playing in 
front of like 60,000 people, and it 
seemed like there were maybe 1,000 
hooligans who didn’t like us at every 
show who were throwing bottles at 
us,” Moorse explains. “But there were 
also a lot of people who seemed to 
enjoy us, too, so you can’t just walk 
offstage because of a few idiots. The 
Chili Peppers are actually very nice 
people and were very embarrassed 
about the whole thing—I think they 
are sort of sad about some of the peo- 
ple their music seems to appeal to : 

Chicks on Speed have also occa 
sionally been perplexed by the 
make-up of their audience. “As we 
got more popular we felt like people 
weren't really getting it,” Moorse 
says. “We got invited on to Top of the 
Pops and asked to play these meg 
raves in Germany where people had 
what was obviously a very imaccu 
rate idea of who we are.” 

So, then, who are Chicks on 
Speed? A serious, feminist-minded, 
post-modern arts collective, or just 
an ironic joke being played on the 
music-buying public? 

“Lately journalists have been ask- 
ing us ‘is this a joke or are you a seri- 
ous band?” Moorse laughs. “I mean, 
god, we’ve been doing this seven 
years now, and of course it’s fun, but 
we’ve worked really hard, 0° 
Believe me, we're not a joke.” ©

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Rise of the Machines 


Victoria’s Immaculate 
Machine is on the up 
and up, thanks to a 
little help from a 
long-lost uncle

Immaculate Machine's 

Kathryn Calder with a hint of 
trepidation. She's worried about the 
band’s tour van, a 25 year-old Ford 
Econoline that’s current condition 
could be described as anything but, 
well, immaculate. Apparently it’s 
been acting up lately and, at the 
moment, Calder is in London, 
Ontario, crossing her fingers and 
hoping that her beloved van will be 
able to transport the band safely 
back home to Victoria. 

“| mean, I love our van, and I’m 
not going to say anything negative 
about it, because it’s absolutely armaz- 
ing,” she says. “We've put 47,000 
kilometres on it these past two years, 
and for a van that’s older than I am, 
that’s pretty\good. If it hasn’t snowed 
yet, that’s great, because as much as I 
believe in our van, I don’t think it 
Would be so much fun if we were 
Stranded on the side of a road some- 
where ankle-deep in snow.” 

Calder, along with high-school 
Pals Luke Kozlowski and Brooke 
Gallupe, are making their way back 
to B.C. after a two-month stint sup- 
Porting the New Pornographers on 
their tour across Canada and the U.S. 


i it snowing there yet?” asks 


Calder also recently became a mem- 
ber of the west coast supergroup— 
the newest pornographer, if you 
will—and although her inclusion 
into the band might reek of nepo- 
tism (founder/frontman AC Newman 
is her long-lost uncle, seriously) she 
earned her spot in the lineup solely 
because of her musical prowess. 

“My mom was adopted and 
about eight years ago she found her 
birth family and [AC] is a member of 
her birth family; he’s her brother 
from this other family,” explains 
Calder. “But I've been in bands since 
I was in high school, so basically I 
had my own little music thing going

on, and I guess he did too, apparent- 
ly. But anyhow, somehow he heard 
about Immaculate Machine and that 
I could actually sing, and AC asked 
me to be sing and play on Twin Cine- 
ma (the latest New Pornographer’s 
album); it was really fun.” 


SO FAR, Calder hasn’t encountered 
any downside to her two-timing 
ways. Even though she’s had to work 
twice as hard during every show on 
this past tour, both as part of the 
opening act and the headliner, she 
says simultaneously juggling two 
bands isn’t as difficult as it seems. 
“There was no conflict when 
were on tour together, and it was so 
much fun,” she says. “It was like this 
big party that went from town to 
town. When you get that many peo- 
ple together it’s extremely incestu- 


ous—umm, I mean, in terms of 
musicians, nothing else.” 

Immaculate Machine has 
undoubtedly benefited from Calder’s 
association with the New Pornogra- 
phers, but even without the addi- 
tional exposure, they've still 
managed to carve out quite a reputa- 
tion for themselves since the band’s 
inception three years ago. On their 
own, they have released two inde- 
pendent albums which both hit 
number one on college radio across 
the country, and they recently 
signed their first record deal with 
Vancouver-based Mint Records, who 
put their latest effort, Ones and Zeros, 
on store shelves earlier this fall. 
Needless to say, the three self- 
described band geeks have come a 
long way since high school. 

“Brooke, Luke and I started out 
together in our school’s rhythm and 
blues band—but it really wasn’t 
authentic rhythm and blues, more 
like these white kids trying to imper- 
sonate Aretha Franklin or Otis Red- 
ding,” she says. “But from the 
minute we met, we all just got along. 
When it came time for us to form 
Immaculate Machine, it just made 
perfect sense. We'd played together 
before, and all of the elements just 
fell into place really quickly. All 
three of us have always been on the 
same page, and honestly, as simple 
as it sounds, I don’t think we would 
have gotten this far if we didn’t like 
each other.” ©

the Intensives are currently in the mid- 
dle of an extremely unwelcome hiatus. 
On the evening of Friday, September 
30, Intensives drummer Trish Kennie 
and a friend were hit by a truck driven 
by a drunk driver as the pair crossed 
Whyte Avenue in front of the 7-11 on 
101 Street after a show at nearby 
Octopus Ink Records. 

“| got a phone call early in the 
morning, and | kind of went ‘holy 
shit,” says Intensives guitarist Bad Mat- 
titude, a.k.a. Matt Mark, of the moment 
he heard the pair had been thrown six 
metres through the air by the impact. 
“Based on what | heard I actually 
thought she was done, you know, but 
they both survived and are recovering.” 

Both girls are currently in rehab and 
are expected to recover fully, but as the 
financial pressures of being unable to 
work continue to take their toll, the local 
punk community has come together to 
organize a charity show to help the pair 
cover some of their expenses. 

“We're putting on this show so 
that both girls can pay their rent and 
pay their bills,” Mark says, explaining 
that Kennie’s injuries, while serious, 
appear to be less debilitating than the 
band originally feared, at least in terms 
of Kennie’s ability to pound the skins. 

"She's already drumming again, if 
you can believe it—we jammed just a 
few days ago,” Mark enthuses. “It will 
take a few months for her to heal, but 
she’s already doing a lot better than 
any of us thought, which is great.” 


While advocacy group Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving is involved in the 
show, Mark doesn’t necessarily want to 
focus on this aspect of the evening, 
instead preferring to gush about what 
he sees as the overwhelming empathy 
and generosity of Edmonton's tight- 
knit punk community. 

“The punk scene here is amazing— 
we have the best punk scene in all of 
Canada if you ask me,” he raves. 
“Everybody knows everybody, and 
everybody supports everybody, so this 
show was really easy to set up.” 

“We got so many ‘get well’ emails 
from guys in other bands—not even 
just punk bands—and so many people 
went to see the girls in the hospital to 
cheer Trish up,” Mark continues. “It’s 
been pretty amazing—lI’m just so 
grateful for everything everyone has 
done to help.” 


South Side Riots * With London 
Disturbance Force and Deadcity 
Serpents * Econo Lounge ° Sat, 
Nov 19 Chinese Democracy, the long- 
awaited new album by the uninten- 
tionally self-parodying Guns N’ Roses, 
is rumoured to be slated for release 
sometime in 2006, nearly 10 years 
after recording and production began. 
Comparatively, then, the year-long 
gap between the recording and even- 
tual release of local surf-rockers South 
Side Riots’ debut full-length seems 
positively brief. 

“We finished the actual recording 
session in late October of last year, but 
then we all went on vacations of differ- 
ent sorts, so it’s taken a year for us to 
get it produced and into our hands,” 
explains Riots bassist Mason Wilson, 
who admits to seeing the humour in 
the Axl Rose-esque interlude between 
the album’s production and release. 

“\Ne were joking about calling the 
album Early Years, because it seems like 
it was recorded so long ago,” he laughs. 
“| mean, we still play all of the songs on 
this album, but we have definitely 
changed a lot as a band since we made 
this recording. We're hoping to get back 
into the studio right away so we can 
release this next one a little quicker.” 


All the power to them, but, to be 
honest, this seems a little doubtfy) 
With members having jetted off to 
Cuba, Atlantic Canada and Fort 
McMurray in the last year, the Riots 
find even practicing on a regular basis 
to be a little taxing. “We've always 
tried to set up a regular practice 
schedule, but to be honest we rarely 
even jam once a week—it’s usually a 
couple of times a month if we're 
lucky,” Wilson admits, although he js 
quick to point out how little bearing 
this lack of preparation seems to have 
on the final product. 

“We play shows after not seeing 
each other for months and they seem 
to go okay,” he laughs. “I mean, this 
show is on Saturday, and we're proba- 
bly going to get to practice on Friday 
for the first time in weeks, but I’m sure 
we'll sound the same as always.” 


The Fat Dave Crime Wave * With 
the Spitfires and Cripple Creek 
Fairies * Sidetrack Café « Sat, Nov 
19 (8 pm) “Fat Dave” Johnston is 
something of an institution in the local 
music community. As a member of 
bands like the Open Wounds and Black 
Market Inc., and a founding partner of 
recently deceased independent record 
store Ruckus on Whyte, Johnston has 
been a fixture on the E-town scene 
but since his departure from Ruckus 
and the demise of Black Market Inc., 
Johnston has been conspicuous more 
so because of his absence than any 
type of artistic endeavour. This dearth 
of Fat Dave is set to be ameliorated, 
however, as Johnston prepares to 
unleash his latest project, the Fat Dave 
Crime Wave, with two shows this 
weekend. So, um, what does the Fat 
Dave Crime Wave sound like, then? 

“It's a little more fun—it’s a little 
swingier, and a little more blues- 
based,” Johnston explains. “I guess I'm 
getting away from the ‘punk rock’ 
thing a bit, although if someone wants 
to call it punk rock, I’m not going to 
stop them. The problem is that you 
can’t really say ‘punk rock’ without 
someone thinking of Good Charlotte 
or whoever, which is too bad.” 
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indeed, although the Crime Wave 


will likely have at least a little of the _ 


raw energy of punk rock, having been 
officially formed merely three weeks 
ago in anticipation of this weekend’s 
gigs: “\t was like ‘hey, let’s book a 
show,’ So We were kind of forced to 
get it together,” says Johnston, who is 
packed up by bassist John Phillips (of 
Greyhound Tragedy) and drummer 
pavid Leigh (Hardy Drew & The 
Nancy Boys). Because of the pedigree 
of all three of the trio’s members, local 
audiences may think they know what 
to expect from the Crime Wave, 
although Johnston predicts such pre- 
conceptions will be shattered. 

“| think there’s a certain expecta- 
tion that people might have because 
all of us in this band have been in or 
still are in other bands,” he admits. “If 
people expect it to sound like my old 
bands—and I’m sure there's a few that 
do—than that’s a little narrow-minded. 
just because someone plays in one 
kind of band doesn’t mean that’s the 
only kind of band they'll ever play in.”

queries (Did they play harmonica the 
whole time? Did they carry their belong- 
ings in one of those handkerchief/stick 
contraptions?), instead preferring to talk 
about how Sonance, which also 
includes drummer Jamie McCardle and 
bassist Tom Deagle, ever came to be in 
a resort town that isn’t exactly bubbling 
over with hot young bands. 

“Only Tom is actually born and 
raised here—the rest of us all trans- 
planted ourselves here from Kamloops 
or Edmonton,” says Waters. “We all 
came up here to work and party for a 
year or whatever, but the lifestyle here 
gets pretty comfortable, and after 
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being here four or five years and hav- 
ing this band we don’t feel like we're 
transients at all.” 

According to Waters, Jasper is actu- 
ally not a bad place to call home for a 
band. “We organize a lot of the shows 
that come through town—we play at 
the Atha-B [that is, the bar in Jasper’s, 
ahem, rustic Athabasca Hotel] quite a 
bit, and if we want to play with certain 
bands we'll just bring them in,” he 
explains. “We're actually not that iso- 
lated—we're four hours from Edmon- 
ton, four hours from Calgary and four 
hours from Kamloops, so it’s kind of a 
nice jump-off spot. Jasper is definitely 
our home.” @

he’s out on the 

road solo. He does- 

n't see that as being 
detrimental to the music, though. “! 
kind of approach it as something 
new,” he explains. “Even when we do 
play with the backing guys in the 
band, I’ve rearranged some of the 
songs from the first record which are 
much more stripped down. I kind of 
treat the live and the recording thing 
as two separate entities. 

“I think it works equally as well 
both as a solo thing and as a band 
thing,” he continues. “With the 
band, maybe there’s just a little bit 
more variety instrumentation-wise, 
but the songs are essentially the 
same. The most important thing for 
me is to adapt those songs to differ- 
ent situations. It would be very, very 
difficult for me to recreate the sound 
of the record in a live setting. I don’t 
really worry too much about making 
it sound like the record; I think as 
long as the mood is there and as 
long as the feel is there, then I’m 
happy with the show.” 

In the end, Dekker’s gentle, 
haunting songs are the perfect anti- 
dote to loud rock ‘n’ roll. “It's quiet 
listening music,” Dekker says happi- 
ly. “So if you're into a quiet night, 
then maybe it’s the music for you.” ©

family. For cellist Amanda Forsyth 
and violinist Jessica Linnebach,

Orchestra's prairie tour; it’s an oppor- 
tunity to visit with their fathers, who 
are in turns both prominent Edmon- 
ton-based music personalities. 

Juno award winner and princi- 
pal cellist Amanda Forsyth will be 
soloing in her father’s composition 
“Riectra Rising,” backed by both the 
NAC and the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra. According to Forsyth, 
the piece by her father, world- 
renowned Canadian composer and 
three-time Juno winner Malcolm

Forsyth, was inspired by and writ- 
ten for his daughter. “It’s actually 
biographical; the story of my life 
through his composing ,” she 
explains. “It goes through birth and 
innocence, trials and tribulations, 
and then the calm before the storm, 
then the storm, and taking flight 
into full-fledged artist.” 

In another sort of homecoming, 
“Electra Rising” also has roots at the 
Winspear. “I actually recorded it in 
the Winspear centre before the audi- 
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ence seats were in,” Amanda recalls. 
“It’s one of the first things that was 
done in there.” And though it has 
been eight years since the debut, she 
hasn’t grown tired of playing her 
father’s composition. “It’s very beau- 
tiful, and each time I play it, | 
always have different ideas.”. 

Fellow soloist and violinist Jessi- 
ca Linnebach is also excited about 
performing in her hometown—‘“I'm 
always going to be an Alberta girl,” 
she smiles. Linnebach will play 
Bach’s “Concerto For Two Violins in 
D minor” with the NAC’s conductor 
and co-soloist Pinchas Zuckerman. 
Linnebach’s skills have taken her all 


over the world, both with the NAC 
and the Zuckerman Chamber Play- 
ers, a quintet of NAC members. 

The path to success has seemed 
natural for Linnebach. “It just sort of 
happened,” she says. “When I went 
away for school at Curtis, I didn’t 
even know what it was.” (The Curtis 
Institute of Music just so happens to 
be one of the premier music conser- 
vatories in the world.) “When I got 
there it just sort of kept going,” she 
explains. “I never made the choice 
that I wanted to become a profession- 
al musician. I always feel very lucky.” 


ONE MIGHT ASSUME that globe- 
trotting musicians like Forsyth and 
Linnebach would find a tour 
through the prairies anticlimactic, 
but nothing could be further from 
the truth. A central component of 
the NAC’s musical mandate is educa- 
tion, and Forsyth feels that it is 
important to expose children and 
the heretofore uninitiated to classi- 
cal music. “Playing for people who 
don’t have access is sort of our job; it 
gets rid of the whole snobbery of 
classical music,” she says. “Making 
sure that everyone has access to it is 
very Canadian of us, I would say! We 
take ourselves to them.” 

Whether the audiences are made 


up of children or long-time classical 
music lovers, these artists share a 
commitment to music. “It’s my life... 
it’s everything,” says Linnebach. “It’s 
the way I express myself. I can’t 
imagine not playing—it just seems 
like the most natural thing.” 

“It never turns off; you don’t 
turn off the musical brain,” Forsyth 
agrees. “It just keeps going, the brain 
and the soul... you're feeling, listen- 
ing and learning.” 
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No matter whether novice or se 
soned concertgoer, all those lucky 
enough to be in attendance are sure 
to hear something special as these 
two rising stars and massed orches- 
tras come together in a special treat

They may not be 
great at making 
friends, but 
Vancouver's 

the Spitfires sure 
can rock

Vor the most part,” declares 
Spitfire’s frontman Jason Soly- 
om, “anything you read about 

us that comes out of Toronto is a 

bullshit lie.” 

A bold statement, considering 
that most independent bands clam- 
bering for recognition would walk 
over their own mothers for press— 
not to mention national press coming 
out of Toronto—but it seems Van- 
couver-based punk-rockers the Spit- 
fires have had enough to satisfy the 
craving. After playing a Toronto 
show two years ago, the band raised 
the ire of club owners when they 
decided to set off a chemical-filled 
fire extinguisher onstage, a seeming- 
ly playful act that left patrons with 
burning tongues and the owners 
with a hefty cleaning bill. When they 
played a venue owned by the same 
management eight months later, 
they were heading for a situation 
that would end with their breakup. 

“We were in the middle of our 
set and the club had some guy shut 
the microphones off and had bounc- 


ers come up on stage while we were 
playing,” recalls Solyom. “They 
pulled me off the stage and threw 
me out the front door. They gave the 
other guys enough time to put their 
guitars in their cases and one by one 
tossed them out the front door, too. 
We got bounced from our agency 
group and then [the Toronto press] 
started a lot of weird stuff about how 
we broke up because of Toronto, 
which was bullshit. That was our last 
show, though.” 

While this might seem like a

half-hearted denial given the circum- 
stances, the fact that Solyom was 
able to resurrect the band after its 
demise lends credit to his claim that 
their experience in Toronto did not 
cause their split. As for what actually 
did lead to the break-up—well, even 
Solyom isn’t actually sure. 

“J really don’t know what hap- 
pened,” he shrugs. “I think I quit 
about two or three years ago—it was 
just too much. We never practiced 
anymore, we didn’t write any songs... 
no one was really into it, so we just 
stopped. When our bass player CC- 
returned from Germany we got 
drunk and decided to reunite.” 


ANNOUNCING THE GROUP'S 
rebirth on their website this past 
June, the main question that the 
band faced was where they could 
play. Already carrying no small 


amount of disdain for the Toronto 


scene, the Spitfires have also grown 
to harbour their own amount of 
derision for their hometown of Van- 
couver. While the band is focused on 
coming up with new material, the 
places they have to test out their 
works in progress are limited not by 
availability, but rather by the Spit- 
fires own feelings for their home- 
town scene. 

“It's easy to get gigs and stuff, 
but it’s a matter of people coming 
out,” says Solyom. “We play in our 
hometown and we get spit on and 
shit thrown at us—it’s not really 
exciting anymore. This is the way 
they show affection, but it’s 
become sort of like, ‘Hey, the Spit- 
fires are playing, let's throw shit at 
them!’ We just kind of want to get 
out of town.” 

Thankfully, the Spitfires seem to 
have no problem bringing their act 
to Alberta, and anyway, with a lot of 
lost time to make up for, the group’s 
focus is less on live performances and 
more on cutting a quality record. 

“We're trying not to play in Van- 
couver at all,” admits Solyom. “We 
played constantly for two years with 
the same set list. There’s a big 
change in the band, definitely—it’s 
more about the songs. This time, we 
want to make a good record that 
isn’t rushed.” @

TRAPPED IN THE CLOSET: CHAPTERS 
1-12 (DVD)

In the behind-the-scenes documentary 
on the DVD, R. Kelly proclaims that 
Trapped in the Closet, which he wrote, 
directed and stars in, will change 
music videos forever. But it’s hard to 
imagine any project ever surpassing 
Trapped in the Closet in terms of ambi- 
tion, imagination and sheer jaw-drop- 
ping lunacy, A blend of hip-hop video, 
daytime soap opera and Jerry Springer 
episode, Closet begins with Sylvester 
(Kelly) waking up one morning in the 
bed of a woman he hooked up with 
the previous night in a club, and who 
then tells him to hide in the closet 
when she hears her pastor husband 
coming up the stairs. And that’s just 
the jumping-off point for an insanely 
convoluted plot involving Sylvester's 
wife, the pastor’s gay lover, a police- 
man, the policeman’s slutty wife, a 
just-released ex-con and a supremely

well-endowed midget—all of whom 
seem interested in doing nothing but 
sleeping with each other's spouses and 
then pulling guns on each other when 
they’re discovered. 

Now, | could score lots of easy 
points making fun of the overheated 
performances, Kelly’s awkward sen- 
tence structure (“How could | be so 
stupid to be have laid here until the 
morning sun?” he asks himself upon 
waking up in Chapter 1), daffy plot 
devices like the mid-intercourse leg 
cramp Sylvester gets in Chapter 4, 
the way the narration absent-mind- 
edly switches from first to third per- 
son halfway through the story—but 
those “flaws” are part of what make 
the whole ludicrous thing so utterly 
compelling. Trapped in the Closet, 
despite Kelly’s egotistical posturing 
and his juvenile view of adult sexuali- 
ty, is impossible to stop watching. It’s 
the WTF? spectacle of the year—and 
even after 12 chapters, the damn

Like Vice Records labelmates Bloc Party 
before them, Toronto’s Death From 
Above 1979 have released an album 
full of reinterpretations and remixes of 
songs off of their most recent album, 
You’re a Woman, I’m a Machine, plus a 
couple of covers and B-sides thrown in 
for good measure. But unlike Bloc 
Party’s Silent Alarm Remixed, which fea- 
tured one version of nearly every song 
on the original disc, Romance Bloody 
Romance contains multiple versions of 
Death From Above’s more popular 
songs to the exclusion of other, possi- 
bly more interesting tracks. Tracks like 
“Going Steady,” “Pull Out” and “Cold 
War” are absent from Romance Bloody 
Romance, but both “Black History 
Month” and “Romantic Rights” appear 
four times, which gets just a tad redun- 
dant, especially since many of the sup- 
posed “remixes” on the album don’t 
really deviate too much from the origi- 
nals: one take on “Black History 
Month” appears to do nothing more 
revolutionary than layering strings on 
top of the original song, while the 
Dahlback version of “Romantic Rights” 
just mangles the song into bad trance. 
This isn’t to say that there aren’t 
some gems on Romance Bloody 
Romance. With its infectious backbeat 
and crunchy guitars, Alan Braxe and 
Fred Falke’s “Black History Montt ” 
wouldn’t have sounded out of place as 
the B-side to Michael Jackson’s “Beat 
It,” and Erol Alkans’ “Romantic Rights”

Newfoundland’s Mark Bragg paints 
the 11 painful tunes on Bear Music 
with his own colours, casting out lyrics 
that conjure up strong images 
(“Something here don’t smell right / 
Something must have spooked the 
cows last night / ‘Cause the milk’s sour 
and the beef’s bad”). Some of the 
songs are somewhat enigmatic, but 
Bragg usually pulls it together enough 
to weave a tale, while still leaving the 
words open to interpretation. 

Too bad the music is often nowhere 
near as interesting as the lyrics. For the 
most part, Bragg cranks out some pretty 
plain rock songs—not a bad thing in 
itself, since he tends to work best with 
the killer groove of “Born Trade” and 
the heavy riffing and pounding drums 
of “The Letter.” Those songs don’t go 
very far of the beaten path, though, so 
it seems like it might be a good thing 
when Bragg makes an effort to dress 
some of the other songs up with a few 
idiosyncratic sounds. Turns out it’s really 
not. Bragg’s songs falter when he drops 
some ridiculous background vocals into 
the lame polka “Plans for the Boys” and 
the otherwise excellent “Which Doctor.”

When painters first begin a new work, 
they often start with only two or three 
colours, blending until they find the 
right tones to make their composition. 
Explosions in the Sky seem to approach 
music in much the same way. These 
songs grow from simple thematic 
melodies and swell into resonating 
aural soundscapes, conveying a range 
of emotions along the way. 

Despite this massing of disparate 
sounds, though, the Explosions are able 
to retain an organic feel to their songs. 
The seven instrumentals collected here 
use contrast to create beauty, and shad- 
ows to emphasize light. “A Song for our 
Fathers” begins with a fragile tenderness 
that falls apart and then surges forward 
with a haunting intensity; feedback and 
reverb create tensions and melodic 
counterpoints. “Time Stops” sways 
mournfully around two chords and 
deep, earthy viola before plunging into 
schizophrenic crescendos of crashing 
cymbals and relentless guitars. The band 
recorded How Strange, Innocence in their 
first year together when they were just 
starting to shape their sound, and these 
songs capture some of the enthusiasm 
and naiveté of a band just starting out. 
But as the album title suggests, there is 
something intriguing about their fledg-

Born largely of the lyrics 
scratched into the journal Morrissette 
kept while venturing through Asia, 
Europe, and the United States, the 
album has a cohesive feel rooted in 
Morrissette’s observations of foreign 
surroundings. 

Morrissette’s half-whispered vocals 
are mostly supported with a folksy, 
acoustic sound that is both good and 
bad. For the first few songs, the sound is 
welcome, providing just the right sort of 
calm background music for Morris- 
sette’s voice. By the fourth track, 
though, it starts to feel a little old. The 
problem is that there’s nothing really 
new happening, so the songs start run- 
ning together and disappearing into a 
blur of wanderlust, and for the most 
part, the songs just aren’t musically 
interesting enough to carry Morrissette’s 
wonderful lyrics. “Tokyo Nightmare” is 
the exception here and, by extension, 
the highlight of the album. The song 
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shakes the sound up with a little shuf- 
fling electric guitar and some desperate 
vocals, and some musical changeups 
that leave one wondering what's com- 
ing next. #vey —Even Munro 


DOLLY PARTON 
THOSE WERE THE DAYS 
(SUGAR HILL) 


According to Dolly Parton’s self- 
penned liner notes to her new album, 
her “big idea” to record some of her 
favourite songs from ‘60s and’70s was 
followed by the even “bigger idea” to 
get a bunch of the original artists and 
writers to help her out on the album. 
Well, maybe she needed to push her- 
self just that little bit further and come 
up with the “biggest idea” of them all: 
hiring a producer to tell her when she's 
chosen a song that’s just wrong. Alas, 
Parton handles the production duties 
herself and ends up making an album 
that feels like one giant misstep. 

From the melancholy sounds of 
“Those Were the Days” and John 
Lennon’s “Imagine” to the folk of Bob 
Dylan’s “Blowin’ in the Wind” and Pete 
Seeger’s “Turn, Turn, Turn,” too many 
of the songs here are ill-suited to Par- 
ton’s consistently powerful delivery. 
Her take on “If | Were a Carpenter” is a 
good fit, but the track is derailed by 
the personality-free voice of Parton's 
duet partner, Joe Nichols. The only true 
standout on the album is a spirited 
rendition of “Me and Bobby McGee.” 
While the song has been well worn by 
plenty of others, Parton gives it a spin 
here that takes it someplace that it has-

THIS WEEK: Jonathan Halton dis- 
cusses the Faunts’ High Expecta- 
tions/Low Results 
a 

For most musicians, the albums that 
have had the greatest influence on 
their careers were recorded by artists 
from far-off places. But for Jonathan 
Halton, guitarist for local modern rock- 
ers Plainsay, the album that most influ- 
enced him didn’t come from some 
chartmaker or heralded foreign act 


that sells just a few records but gets 
five-star reviews from critics every- 
where. For Halton, it came from the 
indie section of a local record shop. 

“| guess | am going to take a few 
liberties with your question,” he says. 
“There are many albums that, when ! 
heard them, made me wanted to cre- 
ate music for the rest of my life. 
Albums like Grace by Jeff Buckley, 
Rock Action by Mogwai, Weezer's 
debut, and every single piece of 
Radiohead music. But, if | ask myself 
what album made this idea real for 
me, I'd have to say local Edmonton 
boys the Faunts’ debut, High Expecta- 
tions/Low Results. 

“| stumbled upon the Faunts by 
accident, checking out another band 
they were playing with and, as | tell 
the story today, my jaw hit the freak- 
ing ground,” he explains. “I was 
blown away by the huge sound that is 
the Faunts. Huge, but intimate. Not 
obnoxious. Surreal. In your face, but 


subtle. Needless to say, | bought their 
disc after the show. That was back 
when it first came out, and | have 
been listening to the album ever since. 
Regularly.” 

It might not be an overstatement 
to call High Expectations/Low Results 
one of the most important indie 
releases to come out of Edmonton. 
Mixing haunting soundscapes with 
lush pop melodies, the Faunts were 
able to create a collection of songs 
that appealed to those who search the 
“experimental” sections at record 
stores and to those who believe 
melody should come before any stu- 
dio trickery. And it has enjoyed some 
might fine staying power; two years 
after it first hit college-radio charts in 
Canada, High Expectations/Low Results 
was re-released a month ago by New 
York label Friendly Fire, and has 
received many favourable reviews 
south of the border. 

“It is great,” says Halton of the 


album, which was remixed for the 
American-label debut. “Seeing and 
hearing what a local band has been 
able to do has been a huge inspiration 
to me. | love creating music, and it 
excites me to be so close to another 
band that I can relate to.” 

Plainsay unveiled their own 
strange blend of melodic rock mixed 
with adventurous instrumental sec- 
tions on their six-song EP Cartography, 
released in 2004. Now, the band will 
be working with Graham Lessard of 
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what used to be the Floor (who ha 
also produced Champion, Alberta) for 
a new full-length album which should 
be out in 2006. 

“Ne feel we need to step up and 
put out something that truly expresse 
who we are,” says Halton. “We still 
want to make a bigger impression on 
the Edmonton music scene. We ar: 
gigging a bit, but our focus is on 
recording.... With bands like Faunts 
around us, we have no choice but to 
reach for these dreams.” ©

at love and loss

realize that Santa doesn’t exist. But 

it’s not the material loss that we 
feel when we catch mom or dad 
putting the presents under the tree; 
it's the loss of the magic. No more 
flying reindeer or carefully penned 
wishlists, no more hoping that 
Santa didn’t, somehow, catch you 
sticking gum under your chair, no 
more dreams of sugarplums. But 
Santa’s non-existence is only one of 
the major revelations signaling the 
end of childhood. And for Iris, the 
precocious main character of The- 
atre Network's Girl in a Goldfish 
Bowl, it starts to happen when her 
goldfish Amahl dies just before her 
11th birthday. 

Now, it isn’t just that Iris’s (Caro- 
line Livingstone) pet has died, but 
also that all these other weird things 
Start to happen: it’s 1962, the height 
of the Cuban Missile Crisis and the 
closest the world has come to nuclear 
annihilation; she finds the mysteri- 
ous Mr. Lawrence (Clinton Carew) 
lost on the beach and, convinced he 
is the reincarnation of her fish, 
brings him home; and her mother 
Sylvia (Cathy Derkach) makes an 
attempt to leave her father Owen 


|: a sad, tragic day when you first 


(George Szilagyi), but the departure is 
postponed when Sylvia trips and 
breaks her wrist. In Iris’s 10-year-old 
mind, as she woefully wonders how 
the world will live without Amahl, 
the fish’s death is just the catalyst for 
all of these things and, ultimately, for 
her loss of innocence. 

“As a kid, you’re in a hurry to 
grow up; you're rushing to learn the 
things that your parents know,” 
says director Bradley Moss. “And 
without knowing it, there’s that 
minute or two that’s definitive— 
you can’t go back. You cross the 
line and now the magic of your 
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childhood is gone. You’re in a land 
where it’s forever changed, and it’s 
a sad moment.” 


AND IN CAPTURING that time in 
Iris’s life, the Governor General 
Award-winning Girl in the Goldfish 
Bowl is probably playwright Morris 
Panych's saddest play. It’s also like- 
ly his most accessible; true to 
Panych’s style, there are some very 
funny moments and surreal, absurd 
elements, but each of the charac- 
ters have struggles that an audience 
can recognize, and their individual 
journeys are very much grounded 
in reality. 

At the core is Iris, who sees her 
peaceful little world begin to crum- 
ble, But she’s gutsy and smart, and 
she'll do anything she can to keep 


her parents from splitting. It’s a 


meaty and challenging role, not 
only because the script calls for Iris 
to be played by a grown woman, but 
also because she’s got a vocabulary 
that would make a Scrabble pro jeal- 
ous, making her extremely cheeky. 

“We're just trying to really attend 
to where Iris is coming from,” Moss 
says. “Knowing that she’s our narra- 
tor, and she’s our window in, you've 
got to like the kid—or you're 
hooped. We've been really attentive 
to that, to get behind Iris’s story, to 
want to follow her, to root for her, 
and to root for the family to be 
saved, so that she can be precocious 
and we can enjoy that.” 

While Iris is wonderfully quirky, 
so are the people who make up her 
world, and the strangest of all of 
them is Mr. Lawrence—he's simply 
not all there. His speech is stilted, he 
is socially inept and he can’t seem to 
grasp the simplest of concepts. And 
although nobody can figure out 
exactly where he came from, as the 
play progresses, his presence makes 
all of them realize what they need to 
about the nature of life and what it 
means to love and be loved. He also, 
in his own stuttering way, carries 
with him the message that, like our 
Santa Claus fantasies, nothing is 
what it may seem. ©

Brausen sparkles 
as Bernharat in 
Lemoine’s At the 
Zenith of the Empire

e historical record contains 

; ar no evidence that dur- 
ing Sarah Bernhardt’s visit to 
Edmonton in January of 1913, the 
legendary actress found time 
between her matinee and evening 
performances of Dumas’s La Dame 
aux Camélias to take a wheelbarrow 
ride across the half-built High Level 
Bridge, the way she does in Stewart 
Lemoine's new play At the Zenith

of the Empire. Still, it’s nice to 
imagine that she did—and even 
nicer to think that as she gazed out 
at the North Saskatchewan River 
that she spotted a potential for 
greatness in our still-young city that 
even the locals overlooked. Bundled 
in her furs, bracing herself against 
the cold, she marvels at how all the

elements seem to be saying that peo- 
ple shouldn’t be capable of living 
here—“And yet they do!” 

Theatre shouldn’t really exist 
here, either, in a city so remote and, 
like so many other cities in Alberta, 
so preoccupied with more practical 
matters like business, industry and

building shelter from the snow. But 
as Lemoine’s play points out, even in 
its infancy, a sizable audience has 
always been willing to turn out for 
Edmonton theatre in all its forms, 
from the vaudeville accordion-play- 
ers and “laughaloguists” who shared 
the bill with Sarah Bernhardt to the 
cross-dressing accordion-players and 
solo performers who fill up the 
Fringe. One of the characters in At 
the Zenith is a young actress named 
Azalea Claymore (Daniela Vlaskalic), 
who belongs to a local repertory 
company that presents a new pro- 
duction every single Monday—a 
backbreaking schedule of rehearsing 
and performing that seems unimag- 
inable today, but which Azalea han- 
dies with the hearty work ethic of a 
farm girl. 


BUT LEMOINE IS LESS INTERESTED 
here in the people onstage than he is 
in the people in the audience, espe- 
cially a trio of middle-aged women 
whose regular visits to the Empire 
Theatre are some of their favourite 
social outings. Coralie Cairns is 
Celia, a hard-headed Scotswoman 
who can’t believe she’s expected to 
pay three whole dollars to watch 
Sarah Bernhardt perform a scene 
that isn’t even in English; Sheri 
Somerville is Lillian, a widow with a 


neanne Ee 


tendency to lord her superior cultur- 
al knowledge over her friends’ 
heads; and Davina Stewart is Win- 
nie, a librarian with a shadowy 
romantic connection to a couple of 
local men, including architect Peter 
Ingram (Jeff Haslam). 


MAYBE IT’S THE SHEER NUMBER of 
characters he has to put in place 
(there are eight actors in the cast, 
making it one of the largest main- 
stage productions Teatro has ever 
attempted), but it takes Lemoine an 
unusual length of time before he 
finally gets the play moving. He pur- 
posely delays revealing the details of 
Peter and Winnie's relationship until 
the second act, but in the meantime, 
there's not enough plot left over to 
fill up the first act. The play could 
really use a villain, or at least some- 
one with a prickly, antisocial streak 
that the other characters could play 
off of. As it is, everybody onstage is 
just too uniformly nice—they aren't 
interested in doing anything but 
exchanging polite, pleasant chitchat 
and musing wittily about Sarah Bern- 
hardt's impending visit. Naturally, 
Lemoine writes witty chitchat better 
than just about anybody, but after an 
hour or so you get the feeling the 
characters are just marking time until 
the play’s much livelier second half. 
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Still, Leona Brausen gives the 
proceedings a spark whenever he; 
Sarah Bernhardt appears, a whirl 
wind of energy and glamour, even 
hobbled by age and a bad leg 
Brausen plays up Bernhardt’s fun 
side; she’s a diva who regards her 
pronouncements on love, life and 
art as the final words on the sub- 
jects, but she’s also genuinely inter- 
ested in the opinions of the 
“ordinary” people around her. 

Other standouts in the cas; 
include Mark Meer, unexpectedly 
touching as Bernhardt’s somewhat 
thick-headed leading man Lou Telle- 
gen, who throughout the play expe- 
riences a series of slow-motion 
epiphanies; Coralie Cairns, whos: 
Celia can be spotted in one scen¢ 
switching Winnie’s still-full glass of 
claret with her empty one; and 
Davina Stewart, whose wounded 
performance effectively captures not 
just the morality of another era, but 
another era’s acting style as well. Th:

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Mark Templeton 
creates 
mesmerizing and

ver sunrise and cloud forms, light 
hrough passing trees, prairie 
orizons and scenes so still you 
almost miss the motion, guitar 
themes ring and curve with piano 
and accordion. Strange sounds and 
snatches of human voice drift in and 
out, speaking of life and death and 
Belief. It’s hypnotic, loose and lay- 
ered, the kind of thing you lose time 
in. This is Mark Templeton’s audiovi- 
sual installation Fields Awake. 
“The audio is the film, and the 
film is the score,” says Templeton 
over a pint and a basket of nasty 
poutine. At 28 years old, a veteran 
usician playing with Field & 
Stream and others, as well as produc- 
ing solo avant- 
garde electronic 


released his first EP, 
Frail As Breath) Templeton describes 
the three-year Fields Awake project as 
a kind of imperative: 
“I basically had a number of 
themes,” he says, “and I wanted to 
do something with them; I needed 
to see them surface. Fields Awake is 
something that needs to be released 
so | can move on. 
"] started collaborating with Tim 
and Steven Battke from the Faunts,” 
he continues, “incorporated them, 
incorporated my friend Jeremy Putz 
on accordion and piano. I had writ- 
ten out a lot of the parts, and then I 
gave them to the other musicians. 
Some are note for note, others I said, 
‘this is what I’m going for, can you 
play something along this line?’ I 
Was leading it from the guitar and 
they were following me. 
“T'd started listening to a number 
of Montreal musicians about four or 
five years ago, where people are play- 
ing, like, three chords and there’s no 
vocal line on top,” he continues. 
They're playing the most basic tri- 
ads over and over, and that is the 
Starting block of the composition. I 
heard that for the first time, and it 
just resonated with me; I was, like, 
this can happen?’ I heard this and it 
Was exactly what I wanted to do. 
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Music without relying on vocals, 
without relying on verse and chorus, 
and going from there, incorporating 
field recordings, recorded thoughts.” 


IT’S THESE RECORDINGS that pro- 
vide the music of Fields Awake with 
such literal content as it has, a sketch 
of people’s search for the divine. “I 
had questions I wanted to ask peo- 
ple, about how they relate to things 
that are spiritual, questions consider- 
ing the existence of a higher being,” 
Templeton says. “I wanted to ask 
people that were not necessarily 
from the North American culture, 
and also people that weren’t looking 
at things through certain filters. I 
needed to ask people like the lady in 
Ypres, in Belgium, where the Ger- 
manis used the gas attack for the first 
time in World War One. This lady 
was a tour guide through WWI ceme- 
teries, and I wanted to hear what she 
had to say about the possibility of a 
higher being—God, whatever you 
want to call it—when she sees this 
every day. I wanted to hear what her 
perceptions of life were. As well, peo- 
ple like my grandfather. When he 
was dying of cancer, I had an oppor- 
tunity to record 
him, and it was 
just very, very real; 
it wasn’t some- 
thing that I was singing about or 
talking about and trying to convey. It 
was actually happening, and I got to 
capture it in all its circumstances.” 

The third aspect of Fields Awake, 
the visual score accompanying the 
audio film, came later. “Initially, it 
was the guitar themes and the field 
recordings,” Templeton remembers. 
“Then my friend Jeremy said, ‘You 
should have a visual element. It 
seems to be calling for it.’ There was 
a filmmaker he introduced me to 
called Sean Corbett, who attended 
the Vancouver Film School and 
worked in Edmonton for a short 
time, and I brought him in and 
showed him the themes and imme- 
diately he showed me Herzog, the 
German filmmaker, some of his 
work; Goddard... right away he cap- 
tured what | wanted to see.” 


IT WAS AFTER AN OPENING NIGHT 
performance at the Visualeyez per- 
formance art festival and another 
show at NextFest that the idea to 
present Fields Awake as a gallery 
installation came about. “Up until 
that point,” Templeton says, “the 
main idea of Fields Awake was to do 
this piece, perform it once in a the- 
atre, live, with the film, and that was 


it. So, three years of work for one 
night of glory. And I was okay with 
that. I mean, it was a side-project for 
everyone, including myself. But 
when they said, ‘Why don’t you do 
an installation at Latitude?’ it was 
like a burden had been lifted.” 

The installation itself comprises of 
two rooms, one with the 50-minute

piece projected and looping and the 
other featuring the 32 limited-edition

Hockey Stories for Boys* Living 
Room Playhouse * To Nov 26 * 
FeVUE During the NHL lockout, vari- 
ous other leagues stepped up to centre 
ice to fill the hockey void of a winter 
without the likes of the Oilers or the 
Flames. Not only did the AHL’s Edmon- 
ton Roadrunners offer some fun, fast- 
paced hockey, but people were also 
paying attention to women’s and uni- 
versity leagues. And with the high 
quality of hockey found from these 


non-NHL teams, there were some mur- 
murings about their right to play for 
the Stanley Cup. Some felt that if NHL 
players didn’t think they were earning 
enough for the prestige, there were 
plenty of others who'd like nothing 
more. Not only that, others argued, 
but maybe attention should be paid to 
the fact that the Cup started out as a 
trophy to be awarded to the best 
Canadian hockey team each year. 

Although these feelings have sub- 
sided since the NHL returned to tee 
ice, the idea of repatriating the Stanley 
Cup is surely one that has crossed the 
mind of countless hockey aficionados. 
It may be a pipe dream, but if Hockey 
Stories for Boys is any indication, it sure 
has the makings of a good tale. 

The play, penned by local actor 
George Szilagyi, starts out with Neil 
(Murray Utas) imagining a glorious skate 
on the river, flying down the ice with 
stick in hand on a crisp winter day. But, 
alas, he awakes to the shambles that has 
become his life. Sure, he’s got a beauti- 


ful wife and a boy who loves the game, 
but professionally, he’s struggling. He's 
been laid off from his IT job, and he 
can’t seem to find anything else that will 
sustain his family. It’s two months before 
his wife Wendy (Lora Brovold) discovers 
that he hasn't been bringing home any 
substantial bacon, and she is none too 
pleased with the situation. 

Increasingly desperate, Neil agrees 
to drive to Toronto with his old friend 
Darcy (Keith Schooler) to make a 
“delivery” which will earn him $5,000. 
While he certainly needs the money, 
Neil really wants to go to visit the Hock- 
ey Hall of Fame, where he wants to find 
the answers to some serious questions 
he has about the Stanley Cup. 

If there has been one constant in 
Neil's life, it’s been his love of hockey, 
and Utas steps into this adoration with 
ease. His face lights up as he recounts 
momentous plays in the game's histo- 
ry and his voice is completely full of 
reverence. Together with Schooler’s 
Darcy, there's a sense that the whole 
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world could come crashing down 
before they'd talk about anything else. 

Although Schooler takes on a couple 
of other roles (and really hams it up as 
Jacques, Neil’s dream-sequence hockey 
coach), it’s as Darcy that he is truly in his 
element. Losing one of his legs in a car 
accident when he was a teenager, which 
sadly rendered his promising hockey 
career over, Darcy is a little rough around 
the edges, but Schooler infuses him with 
enough humour and pathos to make 
him somebody that not only you‘d likely 
know, but also somebody you'd have a 
soft spot for. However, in some respects, 
you could say that both Utas and School- 
er have it easy; neither of them seem as 
though they would have had to dig very 
deep to portray the all-Canadian, hockey- 
loving boys that they play. 

Brovold, on the other hand, faces 
some bigger challenges with her multi- 
ple characters, but she moves between 
her male and female personas with 
ease, and isa joy to watch. With the 
slightest voice and body language 
change, Brovold manages to fully 
inhabit each of her characters, from the 


loving Wendy to the hockey hero Billy 
Duke, and it’s with Duke that she really 
shines. It would be superbly easy to fall 
into a pat jock stereotype with him, but 
she avoids the temptation, coming off 
as complex and nuanced, with he, 
working on a layer beyond the script 

While Hockey Stories for Boys is 
something of a work in progress, the 
Azimuth’s production takes it a long 
way towards its potential as the 
poignant story of a man’s journey to 
find his way. On the one hand, first-time 
playwright Szilagyi has a real knack fo; 
well-paced and natural dialogue, but o; 
the other, there’s a hell of a lot of hock 
ey talk here, especially when Neil and 
Darcy get going.
